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CHINESE TROOPS ROUTED 


A HARD-FOUGHT BATTLE IN THE 
LOO CHUAN VALLEY. 

BIX HOURS OF STUBZORN RESISTASCE BE- 
FORE THE FRENCH WERE VICTORIOUS— 
THE TIEN-TSIN TREATY DISPUTE, 

Parts, Oct. 8.—An official dispatch from 
Hanoi to-day states that Col. Donnier, with two 
battalions of the Foreign Legion, two companies 
of infantry, and a section of mountain artillery, 
had an engagement with Chinese troops in the 
Valley of the Loo Chuan River which lasted six 
hours. The Chinese made a stubborn resistance, 
but were finally routed. Four gunboats assisted 
the French forces. Four of the French, includ- 
ing a Captain, were killed and 20 were wounded. 
The forces under Col. Donnier are continuing to 
advance. 

Capt. Fournier, who negotiated the Tien-Tsin 
treaty with China, scornfully repudiates the 
copies of that treaty distributed by the Chinese 


Government with important clauses erased. 
He offers to fight whoever questions his good 
faith in the matter. 


Tren-Tstx, Oct. 8.—China has sent 1,000 
reinforcements from Kirin, inthe Province of 
Manchooria, to Pekin. Li Hung Chang has ad- 
vised the Government to postpone the reduction 
of the pay of the Chinese soldiers. 


Lonpon, Oct. &—Advices from Hong 
Kong state that business is at a complete stand- 
still. Commerce is paralyzed. 


SHANGHAT, Oct. 8.—The bombardment of 
Tamsui by the French fieet is still in progress. 
On the 6th inst the fleet bad destroyed the 
Chinese forts. The houses of the Europeans re- 
siding inthe city have been riddled with shelis, 
but the inhabitants have not suffered any fatali- 
ties. The Chinese are strongly intrenched.

TALK OF THE DAY IN PARIS. 
AID FOR WORKINGMEN—THE BUDGET—RE- 
LATIONS WITH ENGLAND, 

Paris, Oct. 8.—President Grévy has 
fssued a decree granting 50,000f. for the relief of 
the unemployed workmen of Lyons. 

Count Herbert Bismarck, who has been visit- 
ing the Prince of Wales, and who is now return- 
ing to resume his post at The Hague, remained 
in this city two days. He had a protracted in- 
terview with Prime Minister Ferry. 

The Budget Committee of the Chamber of 
Deputies remains undecided upon the questions 


of the conversion of the rentes or the issuing 
of a new loan, and has asked the Government 
Ministers to propose some steps to equalize the 
items in the budget. The report of the commit- 
tee states that the deciease in the national re- 
ceipts bas been increased by the reduction of 
the receipts of the railways caused by the cessa- 
tion of travel consequent upon the prevalence 
of the cholera. M. Herrison, Minister of Com- 
merce, will ask the Chambers for an appropria- 
tion of $3,500,000 to enabie him to compiete the 
payments of guaranteed interest which was 
promised by the State to the railways. 

The Hépudlique Frangaise publishes an amica- 
ble article upon the English Government, and 
expresses the hope that England will adopt such 
a policy as will tend to establish the entente 
cordiaie between the two countries, which would 
be of such greut advantage to both nations. 

The Zemps publishes a Jetter from Brussels 
which states that delegates representing the 
Governments of Engiand, America, France, 
Portugal, Spain, Holland, and Belgium will at- 
tend an internutional conference, to be held in 
Berlin, gy in the latter part of November, 
at which the West African question will be con- 
sidered. The letter states that France and Ger- 
many have agreed to submit proposals to the 
conference securing freedom of commerce to 
all nations in the Congo country and upon the 
River Niger. The necessity of determining the 
right of any power to occupy any of the un- 
annexed territory in Africa, it is expected, will 
result in the creation by the conference of an 
International Commission of the Congo, similar 
to the Danubian Commission,

THE OPERATIONS ALONG THE NILE. 

Catro, Oct. 8.—Advices from Dongola 
state that the Mudir of the place is sending out 
spies to’ assist the Nile expedition. The Sheiks 
from the Khartoum and Shendy district, with 
500 of their followers, have submitted to the 


Mudir. . Sheik Keir advises that a depot be 
established at Debbeh, and undertakes to pro- 
cure camels and cattle therefor. Reports are 
current in Dongola that the Mahdi is quelling 
the rebellion at Jeb-el-Dair. The news of the 
Mudir’s victory at Korti bas reached Khartoum, 
and has greatly encouraged the garrison at that 
piace. 

The report that M. Herbin, the French Consul 
at Khartoum, was with Col. Stewart and his 
party at the time they were massacred by Arabs, 
= that he was among’ the killed, is doubted 

ere. 


Lonvox, Oct. 8.—Earl Granville, Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs, 1n replying to 
a communication from Prince Bismarck, of Ger- 
many, expresses the hope that the payment of 
the Alexandria indemnities will be effected 
toward the middle of December. 

Areport that gained some currency, to the 
effect that Ear! Granville had forwarded circu- 
lars to the various powers explaining Lord 
Northbrook’s preliminary proposals for the set- 
‘lement of the Egyptian question, is semi-offi- 
tially denied. 

THE ASLATIC SCOURGE. 

RomE, Oct. 8—The reports from the 
cholera-infected districts in Italy for the past 24 
hours give a total of 197 fresh cases and 97 
deaths. 

Maprip, Oct. 8.—There were four fresh 
eases of cholera and four deaths reported in the 


Province of Alicante during the past 24 hours. 
Three of the persons who were suffering from 
illness, supposed to be cholera, at Barcelona, yes- 
terday, havedied. One ot the victims was a son 
of an uide-de-camp of King Alfonso. His death 
has caused a scare among the memlers of the 
upper classes, and many of them have fied from 
the city. No fresh casesof supposed cholera 
have been reported since those announced yes- 
terday. 


Parts, Oct. 8.—Only one death to-day is 
reported in the Eastern Pyrenees and two in 
Toulon.

ENGLISH AND IRISH POLITICS. 

LonpDon, Oct. 8.—The last session of the 
E£nuglish Cabinet Council, before the assemblage 
of Parliament, was held to-day.

Mr. George 
Errington, member of Parliament for Longford 
County, Ireland, and other Catholics who have 
hitherto held aioof from the Home Rulers, will 
join the Parnellites.

Lonpon, Oct. 8.—Edward Augustus Free- 
man, D.C. L., LL. D., the celebrated historian, 
bas been appointed Professor ot Modern History 
at Oxford University.

£54,000, as compared with the corresponding

TWO MEN MURDERED. 


THE MURDERER ADMITS HIS GUILT AND 
’ GIVES HIS REASONS FOR THE DEED. 
CENTRALIA, Penn., Oct. 8.—As two farm- 

ers named James Casson and Henry Boyer were 

driving, about 1 o'clock this morning, from 

Roaring Creek to Orangeville, this county, they 

were fired upon by a party concealed in the 

bushes bordering on the road. Casson was shot 
through the left side,.and fell from the seat into 
the back of the wagon. The second shot struck 

Boyer in the head and face, and as he dropped 

the reins the horses broke into a gallop and 


dashed down the road at a breakneck 
pace. At a sharp turn in the road both 
Casson and Boyer were thrown out of 
the wagon and over a steep embankment 
where they lay senseless until daylight. The 
team was captured by a farmer named James 
Hartman, who held them at his house until 
daybreak, when he drove back over the road, 
endeavoring to find the owners. He came upon 
the apparently lifeless bodies of Casson and 
Boyer, and placing them in the wagon drove 
home and notified the neighbors. Casson died 
shortly after reaching Hurtman’s house. A 
heavy charge of buckshot had lodged in his 
Jett side,and this, with the loss of biood, had 

roveu fatal. Casson was 50 years old. He 
eaves a widow and four children. Boyer’s right 
leg was broken by the fall and his head was 
literally riddled with No. 6 shot. He lingered 
until 3 o’clock this afternoon, when he died. He 
was 34 years old and leaves «a widow and two 
children. 

For a time the shooting was attributed to 
some careless gunners, but suspicion was direct- 
ed against Levi Heilner,a young married man. 
He has on several occasions threatened to kill 
Boyer, and a few months ago attempted to 
shoot him. Heilner was arrested and placed un- 
der guard. He protested his innocence, and as- 
serted that he had been at home with his wife 
all night. Mrs. Heilner denied this, and says that 
her husband left home last night, saving he was 
going out fora night’s shooting. He continued 
asserting his innocence up to 5 o’clock this 
afternoon, when he confessed, and gave as his 
reason for the deed that Boyer had been guilty 
of undue intimacy with his wife, and that Boyer 
had come to his house on the preceding day and 
taunted him about his wife’s infidelity. He bas, 
he says, been injured in a thousand different 
ways by Boyer, and he deliberately resolved to 
kill him. He was sorry he had killed Casson, 
who was a very estimable man. 

Boyer's intimacy with Mrs. Heilner is admitted 
by that woman, Excitement ran high, and were 
it not that Boyer’s criminal conduct condoned 
ina measure Heilner’s crime, the latter would 
have been lynched. He was taken to jail under 
a strong guard.

A DISASTER COSTING NINE LIVES. 


A WATER WORKS CRIB SWEPT AWAY NEAR 
CHICAGO—NINE MEN DROWNED. 

CuicaGo, Oct. 8.—A terrible accident oc- 
curred at the temporary crib of the new Hyde 
Park Water Works at 7 o'clock this morning, 
resulting in the loss of nine lives. For some time 
past a gang of 14 men have been working at the 
mouth of the lake end of the tunnel, about a 
mile off Cheltenham Beach. Here is erected a 
platform, 40 feet square, supported by poles, 
which are wound with heavy iron chains, and 
upon this platform a little but was built, in 
which the men siept and took their meais. 


The sea became so heavy about 5 o'clock 
this morn!ng that portions of the platform were 
washed away,and when the men arose at 5:30 
they found the waves washing the sides of their 
hut. They were not much alarmed, and pro- 
ceeded to get their breakfast and make prepara- 
tions for their day’s work. The sea in the 
meantime ran higher, and about 7 o’clock a 
huge wave struck the hut, tearing it from its 
foundations and carrying it out into the raging 
water. Then followed a scene of the most 
harrowing description. Fourteen men were 
struggling in the débris of the building, 
and in a few minutes not a_ vestige 
of the wreck was visible. Twelve of 
the men succeeded in climbing up to the huge 
stringers that held the poles together, and lying 
face downward, with arms around the beams, 
they waited for assistance. Every moment in- 
creased their danger, afid the huge waves tore 
four men from their positions. The crew of 
the life saving station put off and arrived near 
the scene of the accident about ll o'clock. A 
rope was thrown to thesurvivors and made fast 
to one of the piles. Then the men, with bleed- 
ing bands, begun their perilous journey to the 
life boat. Only four of the eight men reached 
it, the others giving up and falling into the 
water. On the shore were hundreds of 
people watching the rescue anxiously, and the 
tour exhausted survivors were well cared for. 
They are Peter Thies, cook; Hans Christianson, 
diver; Martin Nelson and Robert Christianson, 
laborers. Jacob Clausen clung toa timber as he 
left the wreck and was washed ashore near 
South Chicago. All tell a terrible tale of suffer- 
ing. Those lost were Will Hean, Superintendent; 
K. Corbyn, boss; Lewis Ainsworth, assistant 
boss; Charles Falk, mason; Andrew Ainsworth, 
Charles Mauski, D. Smith, Otto Moniofski, Will- 
iam Moniofski, laborers. Ti e rescued men say 
that the structure was unsatc and they had pro- 
tested against staying there over night, but had 
been assured that there was no danger.

Valiey, and Westport, Conn. The line was 
formed at 1:20, in Franklin-street, with the right 
resting on Main-street. The procession was 
headed by the following officers of the Fire De- 
artments named: George Dickey, Chief, and 
Ln Foley and Augustus Gross, Assistants, 
Nyack; Charles Gerdenier, Chief, H. H. Botch- 
ford, Assistant, Bridgeport, Conn.; John 8.

FALL OF AN ICEHOUSE. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 8.—At noon to- 
day the citizens residing on Independence-street, 
in proximity to the immense icehouse of the For- 
est City Ice Company, were startled by a terrible 
erash. An investigation showed that the wind 
had blown tbe structure down, burying three 
men’ and ateam of borses. Assoon as the fact 
became known hundreds or persons flocked to 


the scene and worked earnestly to remove the 
huge timbers and débris and get the men out. 
The cries of the men directed the searching 
party, and, after considerable difficulty, they 
were reached. The timbers had fallen about 
two of the men in sucha manner asto forma 
vault, and they fortunately escaped with but 
slight bruises. Gilbert Hanon was taken from 
the wreck badly injured and crushed. His limbs 
and arms were broken and he is injured inter- 
nally. He was taken to the hospital, but no 
hopes are entertained for his recovery. The loss 
on the building will be about $1,000, 
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A FIGHT FOR SCHOOL TEXT BOOKS.’

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ASSAULTED IN HIS HOME

A CONNECTICUT JUSTICE MAKES 
A BAD ENEMY. . 

DR. WALTER H. ZINC PROBABLY FATALLY 
INJURED BY SOME PERSON WHOSE MO- 
TIVE WAS NOT ROBBERY. 

NEw-HavEn, Conn., Oct. 8.—Dr. Walter 
H. Zinc was assaulted last night at bisown home 
in Branford, where he now lies at the point of 
death. Dr. Zinc, who isa trial Justice, returned 
home about 11 o'clock, and,as is his custom, 
went to the dining room. Afterward he picked 
up a paper and while reading fell asleep, his 
head dropping upon the table. Whilein this po- 
sition his assailant crept into the kitchen 
through a screen door, which was unlucked, and 
while the doctor was sleeping dealt him a terri- 
ble blow on the back of the head, crushing in the 
skull and making other injuries which will 
prove fatal. The doctor only regained con- 
sciousness long enough to feel another 
blow, which knocked him senseless to 
the floor. How long he lay there he 
does not know, but upon recovering he crawled 
out of the door and along the side of the house to 
the front door, ringing the bell. His coachman, 
Dave Baudet, let him in, and he was startied to 
see his employer covered with blood. As the 
doctor staggered into the hall~he said some one 
had tried to kill and rob him. The neighbors 


were aroused and Medical Examiner Gaylord 
summoned. He found two lacerated scalp 
wounds at each side of the head,which were over 
two inchesiong. The skul) was badly fractured. 
Dr. Gaylord -removed several small pieces of 
bone, as did Dr. Francis Bacon, of this city,when 
he arrived later. 

Coroner Bollman, of this city, was calied by 
telephone at midnight, and arrived at the scene 
of the attempted murder at 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Dr. Zinc had about $300 on his person, part 
of which was found outside the door with his 
gold watch, where they had probably been car- 
ried by his assailant and dropped through fear 
of discovery, and another roll of bills was found 
on the dining room ftioor. This showed that the 
assault was not committed for the purpose of 
robbery. Footprints leading to and from the 
house in the direction of a gateway near 
the barn, which opened into an adjoining 
Jot, were discovered. They were made 
by a barefooted person. Conclusions were 
formed as to the guilty person, and the Coroner 
and Sheriff drove to the residence of Robert 
Dougherty,an Irishman who lives on Montowese- 
street, about a mile from the doctor’s house. 
This man was fined on Saturday by Justice Zinc 
for drunkenness and an assault on him while 
trying toseparate Dougherty and Robert Pollock, 
who were fighting. Dougherty went to the res- 
idence of the Justice and paid the fines and costs of 
the cases and since then has been making threats 
against him. This led to hisarrest this morning. 
Dougherty was found in bed, but was brought 
out, and impressions made inthe road by his 
bare feet were measured and found to tally with 
the prints in the doctor’s yard. Saturday night 
Dougherty while in a saloon made threats 
against Dr. Zine. To-day Dougherty denies 
making any threats. He says he left G. H. Lins- 
ley’s saloon at 10:30 o’clock and went directly 
home. His wife. before learning of her hus- 
band’s statement, said it was 11:45 o’clock when 
he camein. The saloon keeper says he closed up 
about 10 o’clock. 

Other persons so far under suspicion are 
Peter Coffee and John Linsky, both of whom 
have received severe penalties from Zinc when 
brought before him for trial. This forenoon 
Coroner Boliman and Sheriff Nettleton went to 
Stony Creek in search of Coffee, but he was not 
arrested. Last night the Justice fined Linsky 
for some offense. When Dr. Zinc left the court 
room the spectators loudly hissed him. For 
some time among the disorderly class a feeling 
of bitterness against vr. Zinc has been growing, 
and his friends feared that some harm might 
befall him, but no one ever believed that sucha 
cold-blooded attempt at murder would be made. 
Dougherty is held under surveillance. 

Walter H. Zinc, the victim of the assault, is a 
physician well known here and in neighboring 
towns, and had had an extensive practice. He 
has a large circle of friendsand a good many 
enemies. He has been elected to quite a num- 
ber of town offices, and at the present time is a 
trial Justice and the acting school visitor of 
the town. He has beeninthe town but six or 
seven years, having come from Newtown, Long 
Isiand. He was graduated from a German med- 
ical college. He has a wifeand two children. 
A reward forthe detection of the assassin will 
be offered by the town at once.

New-HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 8.—Valentine 
Glitz, a gunmaker, working in the factory of 
Parker Brothers, at Meriden, attempted to com- 
mit suicide, late last night, after threatening to 
kill his wife. He came home drunk and flour- 
ished a knife wildly round the house for a time, 
and then, retiring to hisown room, swallowed 
the contents of a phia!l convaining sugar of lead. 
He rushed out into the room where his wife and 
children were assembled, exhibited the empty 
bottle, and told ot his deed. His wife would 
give him no assistance, and, angered at this, 
Glitz called a physician and took an antidote. 
The poison had, however, made such inroads 
upon the coatings of his stomach that all day 
he has been wild with agony, and it required 
two mento hold him in his bed. There is scarce 
a possibllity of his recovery.

POLITICAL TALK IN STEUBEN. 


THE SITUATION VIEWED FROM OPPOSITE 
STANDPOINTS. 

CorninG, Oct. 6.—Corning has the repu- 
tation of harboring more statesmen to the square 
rod than any town in the Commonweaith. 
What the Hon. Charles Walker, Capt. Cole, Gen. 
Lathrop, E. P. Graves, Charles D. Baker, F. B. 
Brown, ex-Senator Bradley, F. N. Decker, and 
their associates don’t know about the politics 
not merely of Steuben County but of the out- 
siae world is hardly worth inquiring into. If 
they should, perchance, miss any item of infor- 
mation it is sure to bein possession of Capt. 
Jones, of Addison, or John McDougal and 
F. G. Babcock, of Hornelisville, or some 
of the lesser statesmen who stand guard 
in the surrounding towns of Steuben 
County. Like other statesmen, however, 
they differ widely in the conclusions which they 
draw from the same state of facts, and they also 
differ as to what are facts and what merely fic- 
tions. Fog instance: Mr. Walker, who isa Pres- 
byterian and believes in foreordination, as well 
as a Cleveland man and a stickler for bonest 
government, will tell you that Grover Cleveland 


is destined, and predestined, to be the next 
President of the United States; he knows it, he 
feels it in his bones; he predicted his nomination 
a year ago, when ever) body else laughed at it, 
and, with equal confidence, he now predicts his 
election. It is of no consequence to him 
whether Steuben County gives a large or 
a small majority, one way or the other. 
Gov. Cleveland is a man of destiny, and he is go- 
ing to fulfill his destiny in the Presidentiai chair. 
Having thus planted himself on the sure founda- 
tion of religious faith and positive conviction, 
Mr. Walker, who is not only a Presbyterian but 
ashrewd politician, will, it requested to do so, 
descend to particulars, and give very sensible 
reasons for the faith that isin him. So faras 
Steuben County and his own immediate vicinity 
is concerned, he says he will be satisfied to make 
such a reduction in Garfield’s majority of 1880 as 
will, if followed up in the other interior counties 
of the State, as he is confident it will be, entire- 
ly wipe out that majority and leave Gov. Cieve- 
land a good plurality. Garfield’s majority over 
Hancock in this county was 1,253. Mr. Walker 
does not intend to allow Blaine’s plurality to 
exceed 800 or 1,000. He has no apprehensions 
about the Irish defection on which the Blaine 
men are depending so largeiy. It will be con- 
fined mostly to the Greenbackers, who will vote 
for Butler, and who have for several years past 
polled a large vote in this county, amounting, in 
1880, to nearly 600 for Weaver. The Irish vote 
thatis claimed for Blaine he thinks will be 
found wanting on election day. These are hard 
times with the boys, he says, and they are willing 
to give the Blaine men a little taffy in return for 
their liberal promises, but when election day 
comes they will take their money, if they have 
any to give, and go and vote for Grover Cleve- 
lana. If Blaine gets one Irish Democratic vote for 
five Republican votes that will be drawn away 
from him by the Prohibitionists he will 
do prey ony | well. This dependence on the 
Irish vote for Blaine Mr. Walker thinks is the 

rand mistake that the Republicans are making 
n their canvass, not only of Steuben County, 
but of the entire State. They are counting 
every Democratic vote not cast for Cleveland as 
a gain either direct or indirect for their candi- 
date in their estimate of the Republican majori- 
ties by counties as compared with the majorities 
ot 1880. Now, the truth is that there was a large 
Greenback vote, especiaily in the southern tier 
of counties, that was cast for Weaver in 1880. It 
was mostly Democratic, and as Hancock did 
not get it then, it will not be a loss to the 
Democrats if Cleveland does not get it now. 
It is not likely to be much larger for Butler in 
1884 than it was for Weaver in 1880. In addition 
to this general view of the situation Mr. Walker 
thinks he sees a turn in the tide of public senti- 
ment in this State in favor of Cleveland; he is 
gaining votes every day, not merely from Demo- 
crats who were at first disaffected, but from 
sober-minded, reflecting Republicans. Nothing 
short of a heavy Republican majority in Ohio 
on the 14th inst. can, in his opinion, prevent this 
swelling tide from moving on to a glorious vic- 
tory in November. 

Capt. Cole does not agree with Congressman 
Walker atall. He is nota believer in foreordi- 
nation or manifest destiny. What little relig- 
ious faith he had, he appears te have lost while 
be was Captain of the Port in New-York. If 
Cieveiand carries this State, he says, he has got 
to do it by a majority, or plurality, of votes, and 
these he cannot get. In Steuben County he says 
he will be beaten by 1,500, and in the State 
by 50,000, more or less. He concedes that 
the Prohibitionists will draw off some votes 
from Biaine. They have considerable strength 
in this county, particularly in Hornellisville, 
Canisteo, Irwin, and Fremont. They claim to 
have 2,000 or more in the county, and may poll 
1,200, but they will be completely swamped by 
the Irish Democratic vote that will be cast for 
Blaine. The independent Republican vote, he 
says, don’t amount to anything; he only knows 
one specimen in the whole county—Alexander 
Olcott. The Democrats claim about 20 more, 
but they can’t put their finger on them. The 
Irish vote numbers 2,000 in the county, and 
Blaine will get 60 per cent. of it. The Butler 
vote will be larger than Weaver’s in 1880, and 
the increase will come from the Democrats. If 
Ohio should go 15,000 or over for the Republican 
ticket the Blaine cyclone would even every- 
thing before it, and Capt. Cole thinks the Cleve- 
land men jn this State would shut up shop. 
Mr. E. P. Graves, Chairman of the Republican 
County Committee, entertains views of the situa- 
tion not unlike those of Capt. Cole, and all the 
other Republican politicians in Steuben are 
alike enthusiastic. 

There is no controversy about the Congress- 
man from this district, which now comprises 
Steuber, Ontario, and Yates. It is conceded on 
all sides that ex-Controller Ira Davenport, of 
Bath, will be eiected, and the Democrats have 
not yet made any nomination against him. No 
one is seeking the empty honor of a hopeless 
candidacy. Neither party has made its nomina- 
tions for the Assembly. Last year Steuben 
County sent two Democrats—Whiteman and 
Craig—but the Republicans say they shall have 
one member this yearand perhaps both. The 
Democrats will eo | renominate last 
year’s candidates, and the Republicans will 
oppose them by E. D. Higgius in the 
First District and A. B. Craig in the second. 
To sum it all up, the Republicans of Steuben 
County will gain a Congressman, owing to their 
having been transferred into a new district, and 
they stand a good chance of gaining an Assem- 
blyman. But on the Presidential vote they will 
be lucky if they hold their own. They all have 
a wholesome dread of “ Charlie’ Walker with 
his predestination theories, and they hope and 
pray that he will not “get his back up.” He is 
talking of going to California between now and 
election, and they will gladiy “pair off” with 
him, ten to one, and pay his expenses if he will 
only go and stay there till after the 4th of No- 
vember.

He had arrived in New-York at7 
o'clock last evening from St. Louis by the lim- 
ited express, and had at once proceeded to the 
residence of some friends on Fifth-avenue in 
order to escape the visits which would otherwise 
have annoyed him. But Jobn McCullough was 
anxious for his mail and had wandered down to 
the hotel where he had lived so long. followed 
by his indefatigable friend, Capt. W. M. Conner. 

The hotel clerk presented him with his mail, 
saluting him courteously, and the tragedian 
went .up stairs to the room of a friend, an- 
nouncing his intention of having a shave. 
Capt. Canner, however, sent up a boy after him, 
and Mr. McCullongh soon slowly descended the 
stairsand consigned himself to a chair in the 
barber’s shop. 

** John will not stay at the St. James for some 
days yet.” explained Capt. Conner to a group 
of friends. ‘I thought it better to remove him 
from his old guarters, where he would be sub- 
jected to much unintentional pain. He will re- 
main for the present with some friends in one 
of the finest mansions on the avenue, and his 
address will not be made known.” 

* Has his condition been exaggerated ?” 

“Well,” said Capt. Conner, “I received a 
dispatch from the proprietor of the hotel in St. 
Louis at which he was staying. The telegram 
ran: “ John isina bad way. Brooks is doing all 
he can, but the sunshine of your presence would 
be advantageous.” I wentatonce. John is cer- 
tainly ina broken-down condition and needs a 
great deal of rest. Playing those heavy tragic 
parts in the best weather would break up a 
stronger man than McCullough. But the reports 
have all been exaggerated. @ certainly forgot 
his pore and was obliged to be prompted, but I 
could quote instances of eminent actors who 
have been similarly unfortunate.” 

“Then he iscapable of resuming his engage- 
ments?” 

“Tam doing my best to persuade him against 
any such course. He is a very determined fellow, 
and swears he will not allow his contracts to be 
canceled. Manuger Norton, of St. Louis, has 

romised to hold his dates open for him until 

Yov.12. But John McCullough is by no means 
fit to act, and I say it.” 

“Ts Mr. McCullough rational ?” 

*“* Perfectly,” was the answer. “ He is just as 
rational as he ever has been.» His journey from 
Bt. Louis was accomplished without the least 
difficulty, and he slept most of the way. He 
does not realize his condition. Ot course he 
knows that he is not in a norma! state, but he 
does not consider that there is anything to oc- 
casion all this interest on his account.

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EAGER TO KILL HIS WIFE. 


PATRICK HAYES SEEKS TO COMMIT MURDE? 
IN A CROWDED STREET. 

Patrick Hayes, of No. 30 Bowery, who 
when arrested, gave his occupation as that of a 
painter, but who is known to the police as a pro- 
fessional gambler, made a desperate attempt last 
evening to murder his wife at the corner of 
Grand and Second streets, Brooklyn. ‘The wom- 
an haslived at No. 96 Maujer-street, Brooklyn, 
for some time past, having left her husband’s 


home inthis city, owing to constant quarrels, 
which on several occasions resulted in violence 
on the part of Hayes. 

Last evening Hayes visited Williamsburg, it is 
believed, for the purpose of making an attack 
on his wife. Hemet Mrs. Hayes at the corner of 
Grand and Second streets a few minutes before 
8 o'clock. The sidewalks were crowded with 
people going to and coming fromthe ferry, but 
the publicity tnus insured for the act 
he was about to commit did not de- 
ter Hayes. To be certain of his aim he seized 
his wite by the hair with his left band, and, pull- 
ing a pistol from his hip pocket with his right 
commenced firing at her. The first and second 
bullets entered her left shoulder and breast, and a 
third lodged in the fleshy part of her right thigh. 
The firing and the woman’s screams for help at- 
tracted a great crowd, which hemmed in Hayes 
and prevented his e:cape. Officer Flaherty, who 
was several blocks away, heard the shots and ar- 
rested Hayes while the latter, pistol in hand, was 
yet standing over the prostrate form of his wife. 

At the station house Hayes gave his age as 48, 
but when questioned further refused absolutely 
to make any statement relative to the affair. In 
his pockets were found, among other things, a 
free pass on the Brighton Beach Railroad and a 
number of pool tickets on the Coney Island 
races. 

Mrs. Hayes, who is a rather good-looking 
woman of 37, recovered consciousness after the 
first shock caused by her wounds had passed 
away, and asked the ambulance surgeon to take 
her to her home in Maujer-street. On the way she 
changed her mind and consented to be taken to 
St. Catharine’s Hospital. At first it was sup- 
posed that she wasin no immediate danger, but 
she began to sink during the evening, and it was 
deemed best to send for the Coroner and have 
her ante-mortem statement taken. But little 
hope is entertained of her recovery. 
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DESTITUTE FISHERMEN. 
Orrawa, Ontario, Oct. 8.—Further ad- 
vices received from Newfoundland to-day state 
that the fisheries have not proved such failures 
since 1868 as this year. On the northern coast of 
Labrador, which belongs to Newfoundland, the 
catch has only been one-third of the average of 


the past 10 years. From White Bay acry of dis- 
tress comes already. Famine threatens the un- 
fortunate settlers there, and to Labrador the 
Newtoundland Government are preparing to 
send supplies of food before Winter sets in. One 
section :of the population, especially in the 
more distant outports, are living ‘from 
hand to mouth.” When bad fishery 
comes they have nothing to fall back on. 
it is among this class that severe suffering may 
be anticipated next Winter, and Government aid 
will be absolutely necessary to ward off starva- 
tion. Reports of greater suffering and distress 
come from the southern portion of Labrador, 
which belongs to the Province of Quebec. So 
great are the appeals for belp and so general 
the destitution that some delay has been caused, | 
the Quebec Government not caring to under- | 
take sending supplies until a fu)l meeting of the 
Cabinet could be held. As steamers which were 
offered by the Dominion Government to carry 
supplies to Labrador have been dispatched on 
other business, the Quebec Government will 
now be obliged to charter schooners for the pur- 
pose.

CONDITION OF THE PAPER TRADE. 


WHAT THE EMBARGO ON RAGS HAS DONE 
TO RAISE THE PRICE. 


PHLADELPHIA, Oct. 8.—The paper trade 
is in a ruinous condition, caused by the Govern- 
ment embargo on the importation of foreign 
rags issued on Sept. 1 by Acting Secretary of the 
Treasury Coon. The Eastern book paper manu- 
facturers’ have called a convention at Cleveland 
for the 15th inst.to consider the condition of 
the market. “The price of paper,” said 
one of the largest manufacturers in the coun- 
try to-day, “is bound to go up within the 


next six months, for ‘to embargo rags from 
foreign eer is tocut down our supply just one- 
half. That is, there will be but half enough to 
go round for the next 13 months. I will prove 
it. The embargo issupposed to end on Dec. 1, 
1884; but it will not. Tne Treasury Depart- 
ment will not assume the _ responsibility 
of raising the embargo, but will continue 
it 30 days from Dec. 1, in order to shift 
the responsibility from the Executive branch 
of the Government to the Legislative. Congress, 
we are informed upon good authority, will 
continue the embargo six months, and as six 
months longer would bring us into the middle 
of sickly midsummer weather the period will 
undoubtedly be extended six months more, un- 
til December 1885. Before 1860 book paper was 
14 to 16 cents and newspaper 10 to 11 cents per 
pound. To-day book paper is 7 to 8 cents .per 
pound and newspaper 5 to 6 cents, and the goods 
are better now than then. Paper for a year 
past has been so slow that only: the best plants 
could hold their own, and rags have sometimes 
been so low that it was cheaper to burn them 
than collect. This condition of affairs has made 
the publication of so many penny newspapers 
possible, but if the embargo is continued for 
another year it is evident that rags must ad- 
vance 25, 50, 100, 200 per cent. They have already 
advanced 30 to 50 percent. During the past 30 
days not a pound of rags has been put ona 
vessel bound for the United States in any 
foreign port. The paper mills in this country 
have ashort i = | or none at all, exceptina 
few instances, and the domestic dealers have 
none on hand. This is especially true of the 
West. The domestic supply from remote sources 
is always scant at this season of the year, and 
must continue so until bay a By Dec. 1 the 
1,000 mills, using 2,000 to 3,000 tons per day, will 
have ground up all the rags in sight.” 

The situation has been fully grasped by a few 
leading paper makers, who have secured all 
foreign stock, spot and what is on the water. 
Not a bale of imported rags is in the importers’ 
hands in Boston, New-York, Philadelphia, or 
Baltimore. The bibanwe | paper manufacturers 
agreed, at a meeting held in Boston on Oct. 6, to 
advance prices 2 cents per pound.

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THE SAVINGS BANK LAWS. 
OPINION OF THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL ON 
CERTAIN QUESTIONS OF INTEREST. 

ALBANy, Oct. 8&—The Hon. Willis X 
Paine, Superintendent of the Banking Depart- 
ment, recently requested the Attorney-General 
to give official construction to the savings bank 
laws in reference to the right of savings banks 
to invest 60 per cent. of their accumulated sur- 
plus in bonds and mortgages. The present law 
authorizes the Trustees of savings banks to in- 
vest 60 per cent. of their aggregate deposits 
in such securities, making no provision 
for the investment of surplus, as such, 
A second opinion was asked on _ the 
question as to what constituted a majority 
of a Board of Trustees for the purpose of 
votirg compensation to a Trustee, ana a third as 
to the meaning to be given to the words “ trust 
funds” as used in the savings bank laws. The 


existing law prohibits savings banks from re- 
ceiving from any individual a sum in excess of 
$3,000, but as such restriction does not apply to 
“ trust funds,” it has been held by the officers of 
one of the banks that the deposit of asum of 
money by “A” for “B” constituted such de- 

osita ‘trust fund” within the meaning of the 
aw. The opinion of Attorney-General O’Brien 
on this subject is one of importance to depositors 
as well as to savings banks. 

In reply to these inquiries the Attorney-Gen< 
eral says: 

The Hon. Willis S. Paine, Superintendent of the Banking 
Department : 

DEAR SIR: Your letter of the 25th inst., asking 
whether or not, in my opinion, savings banks can ip< 
vest 60 per cent. of their accumulated surplus in bond 
and mortgage upon real estate, and whether such in« 
vestments would be contrary to law, bas been duly rex 
ceived. I find no provision of law which forbids such 
investment of the accumulated surplus. [ do not 
think the fact that the law directs the manner in which 
deposits are to be invested cun be so construed as to 
prohibit the accumulated surplus from being invested 
in the same manner if the Trustees think it proper to 
do so. D, O'BRIEN, Attorney-General. 
The Hon. Willis S. Paine, Superintendent of the Banking 

Department : 

DEAR Sir: Your favor of the 26th inst. has been duly 
received, in which you ask my opinion upon the follow- 
ing question, viz.: 

** Where a vacancy exists in the Board of Trustees, 
do the words * majority of the board’ require that such 
compensation sball be fixed by what would be a ma- 
jority, if no vacancy existed, or may it be done by a 
majority of the actual! members? Can such opinion be 
signified in writing by a majority outside of a meeting 
of the board ?” 

Section 269 of chapter 409 of the Laws of 1882 pro- 
vides that “it shall be lawful for Trustees of such cor- 
poration, acting as ofticers of the same, whose duties 
requtre and receive their regular and faithful attend- 
ance at the institution, to receive such compensation 
as, in the —— of the majority of the Board of 
Trustees, shall be just and reasonable; but such ma- 
jority shall be exclusive of any ‘I'rustee to whom suc 
compensation shall be voted.” Ithink a majority o 
the Board of Trustees means a majority, exclusive of 
apy Trustees to whom such compensation shall be 
voted, of the full board, and not a majority of the act- 
ual members, where there are vacancies. Ido not 
think the Trustees can fix such salary by signing @ 
paper “outside of a meetinyz.’”’ There should be @ 
meeting and a resolution duly offered and passed.

DEAR SIk: Lam in receipt of your communication 
of the 25th inst., inclosing the following section of 
chapter 409 of the Laws of 1882, viz.: 

“ It shall be unlawful for any savings bank, directly 
or indirectly, to receive from any individual a deposit. 
or deposits in excess of $3,000, but this limitation shail 
not apply to deposits arising from judicia! sales or trust 
funds,” and requesting my opinion onthe meaning to 
be given to the words “ trust funds,’”’ as used tleerein, 
and whether or not a simple deposit of 4 sum of money 
by “ A” in trust for“ B” constitutes it atrust fund, or 
ifs is a requisite that such fund be directed to be de- 
posited by a public ofticer, or by order of court, or by 
an officer of court, or other officia! legally and duly ap- 
pointed Trustee or custodian of the same. 

In my opinion, the words “judicial sales or trust 
funds” include uot only judiciai sales, but judicial 
trust funds, and the only cases in which it is proper for 
savings banks to receive deposits from individuals te 
an amount exceeding $5,000 are cases where the de- 
posits are directed to be made by a competent court or 
other judicia! officer for a particular use or purpose, 
and a trust thereby created in pursuance thereof. Ida 
not think ordinary Trustees are includedin the statute. 
Therefore, a deposit by “ A” in trust for“ B” of a sum 
in excess of $3,000 should not be received by a savings 
bank unless under an order of court.

THEIR STATE CONVENTION AT BUFFALO—A 
PLATFORM BUT NO NOMINATIONS.

mons. It refers to polygamy in Utah, but says 
polygamy of greater magnitude exists in this 
State, and says it should be suppressed. This, 
afternoon and evening speeches were made by 
George T’.

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THE THEATRICAL WORLD! 


MONEY THAT SOAk POPULAR ACT- 
ORS ARE MAKING. 
LOSING—NEW PLAYS AT HOME AND 
ABRKOAD—THE FRESHEST GOSSIP. 


There have been a number of changes in 
the cast of “Called Back,” necessitated by the 


sending of some of the actors to other combina- | 


tions under the control of the Madison-Square 
managers. Mr. Forrest Robinson has gone for 
the balance of the season to the *‘ May Blossom” 
company, and the actress who played the land- 


lady with the atrocious Cockney accent has gone |; 


somewhere else. She is replaced by Miss May 
Robson, who is quite satisfactory in the part, 
There are one or two other changes of minor 
importance which do not benefit the general 
performance, and the receipts have not been 
large. The play bas still two weeks aft- 
er this to run, and it is now  be- 
yond the range of rational possibilities 
for the management to make money on the 
New-York run. There was, just before the pro- 
‘duction of the piece, a change in Mr. Mantell's 
contract which was not made public. The truth, 
the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, was 
not exactly told in regard to the first agreement 
of that actor to act for the Madison-Square 
Theatre, personated upon that occasion by Mr, 
Vaniel Frohman. Mr. Manteli's real interest in 
that agreement was more a matter resting on 
the extent of the receipts than people were gen- 
eraliy givea to understand. When the relations 
between Mr. Frohman and the Messrs. Mallory 
came ‘to be cut off it became advisable on 
the part of the last mentioned gentle- 
men to get possession as far as _ pos- 
sible of the desirable engagements which 
had been made in Mr. Frohman’s name, and in 
which their interests were purely tacit, since 
they appeared purely in the light of backers and 
their names were notin the documents at al. 
Mr. Manteil was accordingly sent for and told 
that the Messrs, Mallory wanted to make a con- 
tract with him. He replied that he had a con- 
tract already,in which Mr. Frohman was the 
opposite party. Mr. Mallory told him not to 
think of that at all, as it was not necessary that 
it should be discussed. Mr. Mantell, however, in 
the eccentricity of his bringing up, had strangely 
accustomed himself to think of his existing con- 
tracts before making new ones, It was thus that 
hefound himself seeking for a release from Mr. 
Frohman before giving his services to anybody 
else. Mr. Frohman consented to a cancelia- 
tion of the contract, because in with- 
drawing from association with the Messrs. 
Mzllory he had taken into consideration other 
and wider projects involving so much care and 
so great a monetary investment that he felt the 
need of being rid as far as — of all other 
entanglements. Thus Mr. Mantell came into the 
range of the Messrs. Mallory. They had mean- 
while purchased ‘Called Back,” in which they 
bada great deal of confidence, and it occurred 
to them that it would be an exceedingly advis- 
able scheme to avoid giving anybody but them- 
selves a share in the profits, and to pay Mr. Man- 
tell a stated price per week for his services. 
After a great deal of argument it was finally 
agreed that he should receive while in New-York 
the sum of $350 a week, and while subsequentiy 
traveling the sum of. $450 a week. This will 
bring up Mr. Mantell’s income, on a season 
of 30 weeks, to $12,700, which is as 
much as ordinary stars receive for their 
share of the profits of common seasons. In ad- 
dition to this, under the new agreement Mrs. 
Mantell draws from the theatrea fixed salary 
whether she acts or not, with the proviso that 
she shall travel with her husband. Under this 
arrangement she can be employed in any of the 
metropolitan enterprises of the Madison-Square 
while ber husband isin thiscity. But when he 
begins to actin the country she must be sent 
with him at the expense of the management, 
without considering whether she is in the com- 
pany or merely traveling as Mr. Mantell’s com- 
panion. The advantages of such an arrangement 
are obvious. If Mr. Mantell had gone on under 
the old plan he would have had little or nothing 
out of the eight weeks’ season in New-York, 
because there has been no profit to share. Now 
he gets $2,800 for that period. Then after leav- 
ing the city the company must earn enough 
money to establish a sinking fund for its own 
maintenance before there can be any division. 
That means another period of delay which de- 
pends in its duration wholly upon the ex- 
tent of the business. Mr. Mantell draws 
his very solid salary and goes calmly to bed at 
night without any worriment about the size of 
the audiencs. There are a good many star actors 
in this country who would like to pursue their 
ways upon his lines. There is, however, at least 
one player, occupying a position as fine as Mr. 
Mantell’s, who 1s still unsatisfied with her lot. 
Miss Rose Coghlan draws from Mr. Wallack’s 
treasury whileshe is acting in New-York $375a 
week. When she consentsto go traveling with 
the organization she receives $50 for every per- 
formance. But Miss Coghlan is bent upon going 
starring next season at her own expense, giving 
up her salary for an extremely uncertain specu- 
lation. The lady has engaged Mr. Frank Farrell 
to be her manager, and she expresses her entire 
willingness to invest $20,000 in the enterprise. 
Mr. Farrell has long been prominently connected 
with the Madison-Square companies. It is in 
Miss Coghlan’s mind, they tell me, # question if 
she shal! assume the entire responsibility of the 
starring tour or shall leta part of it fall upon 
the sbouiders of Mr. T. H. French, who is un- 
derstood to desire some part ofit. Miss Coghlan 
can earn in Mr. Wallack’s company, by remain- 
ing in New-York through all but five weeks of 
the season, $13,250. This may be done without 
any of the fiscomrorts of traveling about from 
place to piace, living in weird hotels, and sitting 
up at night to wait tor recreant trains at coun- 
try crossroads. After paying all her expenses 
she must, when she goes starring, make a quite 
unusual success to earn any more. If she takes 
in a partner she must earn $26,500 clear in order 
to equal her present income. I do not know if 
the matter hasever been placed before her in 
this light. Butit strikes one asa curious thing 
that an actress possessing as the leading actress 
of Mr. Wallack’s theatre so great a value as Miss 
Coghlan holds toward nerself and the manage- 
ment at the same time should be so firmly deter- 
mined upon embarking in an uncertainty of 
such proportions as this starring tour through 
portions of the country where she is not known 
at all,and others where she is not liked. 

The theatrical business out of town has, in all 
directions, been unspeakably wretched. In New- 
York itis better than elsewhere, but even here 
it cannot be called good. There is not a theatre 
in this city with an attraction on its stage which 
is over two weeks old that has not a very un- 
comfortable plenitude of empty seats every 


night. This isa condition which is much more 
strongly marked at the present moment than it 
has been before. Outside New-York the depres- 
sion is simply maddening to managers,and unless 
there is an immediate and striking improvement 
broken companies will, beyond all question, 
come into the city in great numbers within the 
next six weeks. Philadelphia has been, with 
very excellent reason, looked upon as one of 
the very best theatrical cities in the United 
States. At one theatre there the losses up to last 
week had reached $10,000 this season. A star 
who has before now been an extended favorite 
there recently appeared in a play which, al- 
though comparatively new, had received the 
most emphatic commendations. The star’s per- 
sonal popularity and the very excellent cast 
with which he had surrounded himself ought to 
have drawn, under ordinary circumstances, a 
very good series of receipts. But his gross 
takings at the door for the whole weekjamounted 
to less than $1,000. One company played in 
Philadelphia for eight consecutive performances 
to not quite $200. Another, which shared its 
expenses and profits with the local manage- 
ment, received $4 at the end of the week, out 
of which it had to pay its way back to New- 
York. On the other hand, Joseph Murphy played 
to over $5,000 on a week’s engagement, and 
the McCauli Opera Company drew about the 
same sum last week. May Blossom is understood 
to be doing aneven larger business this week. 
But, ordinarily, all these attractions would have 
expected much larger support. Philadelphia is 
employed as an illustration not because matters 
are worse there than elsewhere, but simply be- 
cause I happen to be at the moment familiar 
with its internal conditions. Tnrough the one- 
night cities the depression is beyond peciees7 
belief. On the oil circuit the Royal Britis 
Burlesque Company has known as little as $100 
to be taken in two nights. The expenses of 
this -company are very heavy. The mana- 
gers carry 30 people, eight or ten of whom 
receive extravagant salaries. The ‘* Pop” com- 
pany, at the head of which are Mr. John Mackay 
and Miss Ida Mulle, have known what it was 
in the same country lately to tly, to a sixty- 
dollar house. The ** Whose are They” company, 
avery good combination, with a piece that has 
been favorably looked upon, has drawn as little 
as on the same circuit. The manager of a 
quite well known company, who finds bimseif 
looking three weeks of one-night stands in 
face. was telling me yesterday that if his gross 
receipts reached an average of $1,400 a° week 
during that time he should not only be pleased 
but very much astonished. His expenses must 
very considerably exceedthatamount. In New- 
York there is one theatre which has lost over 
since it opened.

Senator CaMERON, of Pennsylvania, 
made a quiet trip into Ohio a few days 
ago, but carefully kept clear of the Blaine 
procession, and it is declared that BLAINE 
will give Harrisburg a wide berth in 
his journeyings. There is an apparent 
coolness in the clan CAMERON toward the 
magnetic candidate, and Don is reported 
as looking out exclusively for the Legisla- 
ture in Pennsylvania. There isa kind of 
men who cannot easily forget the past, 
even under the stress of a political canvass. 


Committee, we beg you to help us Repub- 
licans who are temporarily separated from 
you on the Presidential question to retain 
some respect for the organization of the 
Grand Old Party. Don’t make unnecessary 
and hopeless fools of yourselves. Your 
circular about the expected ‘‘ charge” 
against your candidate of ‘‘posi- 
tive bribery” makes you _ ridiculous 
in the eyes of every practical pol- 
itician. We know you have a bad 
candidate, a weak cause, and an up-hill 
fight, but we should like to believe that 
you have not lost your wits wholly. If 
your ‘‘charge” does not arrive by “‘ about 
Saturday,” how silly you will feel. If it 
does arrive, what is the use of saying in 
advance that it is ‘‘on uw line with the 
falsehoods that have been circulated 
about Mr. BLAINE ever since the canvass 
opened,” 7. e., that it is “‘on a line” with 
Mr. BLAINE’s own signature, which has 
been attached to all the falsehoods we 
have seen affecting your candidate? 





There is an admission in the annual re- 
port of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company that the operators’ strike at the 
beginning of the last fiscal year cost it not 
less than half a million dollars. This was 
the price of maintaining its determination 
to do injustice to its employés. In spite 
of this drawback it has continued to pay 
7 per cent. dividends on its enor- 
mously watered stock, an injustice to 
its patrons for which they have to 
pay. It is proposed now to _ limit 
the dividends to 6 per cent. for the pur- 
pose of accumulating funds for the 
purchase of ‘a considerable amount of 
telegraph properties” which, on account 
of ‘‘probable forced sale,” may be got 
‘*for much less than the cost of its pro- 
duction.” If it pursues its traditional 
policy after reserving this money from 
the stockholders to add to its ‘“‘ proper- 
ties,” it will proceed to cover them with 
more stock to be distributed as stock divi- 
dends in sums out of all proportion to the 
cost of the acquisitions. Meantime there 
is such distrust 6f the company’s manage- 
ment that its 6 per cent. stock continues to 
sell for less than two-thirds its par value. 





PROTECTIONISTS AGAINST BLAINE. 


: Wherever Mr. BLAINE goes he absolute- 
ly ignores in his addresses the grave 
charges made against him and resting on 
his own letters, but he pauses now and 
again to concoct and send off an explana- 
tion of one of the least harmful of them, 
and every explanation adds to the over- 
whelming proof of his ~ incurable 
untruthfulness, This policy is cer- 
tainly original, but it is not a wise 
one. Had Mr. BLAINE chosen to 
remain in 'retirement, leaving his coun- 
trymen to decide whether they wished 
him for President on the record that he 
has made in public life, he might have as- 
sumed to meet the charges as to his pri- 
vate character with silence. Such a 
course would have been consistent and 
would have borne at least the semblance 
of being inspired by self-respect. On the 
other hand, had he made up his mind 
clearly, fully, and in frankness to meet 
the charges, and had he been able to doso 
in the way in which Mr. EDMUNDS met 
the insinuation that he had been behaving 
like Mr. BLAIneE, that, also,. would have 
been an intelligible policy, and it might 
have been successful. But Mr. BLAINE 
not only evades the serious charges and 
prevaricates, or worse, as to the least im- 
portant one, but he undertakes to distract 
the minds of the voters altogether from 
the question of his integrity and to induce 
them to be’ guided by their feelings as to 
**protection to American labor.” In this 
he is not more intelligent or less dishonest 
than in the rest of his conduct. 

- We presume to say that the State of 
Pennsylvania produces as pure and trust- 
worthy an article of protectionist as can 
be found in the American market, and 
we venture to think that of Pennsylvania 
protectionists there isno more candid or 
more able representative than Mr. HENRY 
Carey Lea.- Mr.--Lea is: the Presi- 
dent: of a political club in Pennsy]l- 
vania which is taking an active part 
in the Presidential campaign against 
the election of Mr. BLAINE. Ina recent ad- 
dress, signed by the President by the order 
of the club, the real issue is represented 
to be whether the United States: shall be 
disgraced by the election of a man of Mr. 
BLAINE’s bad public reputation. And to 
those who, like Mr. BLAINE himself, would 
divert attention from this issue by asser- 
tions that protective tariff isin danger the 
address replies: 

“ With respect to the tariff.’we in no way recog- 
nize that protection is at siake in the present can- 
vass in the sense which the Republican managers 
would have us believe. The utterances of both 
parties in their respective platforms are so near- 
ly identical that there can be no definite conten- 
tion .between*them. Besides, the power of the 
Executive to determine the revenue legislation 
of; the country is too remote to render thisa 
controlling factor in a Presidential canvass. 
The decision rests with Congress, and the intelli- 
gent voter can have no difficulty in separating 
his Congressional from his Electoral ticket, and 
in thus satisfying his convictions in both direc- 
tions. Many of the members of this association 
are pranounced protectiontsts, whose interests are 
largely dependent, as they believe, on the con- 
tinued prosperity of the manufactures fostered 
by the tariff, and they can recognize no danger to 
these interests from the success of the candidate 
of a party which at the last session of Congress 
only showed in its efforts at tariff revision its 
own hopeless division on the subject, and was 
forced at Chicago to adopt an expression of 
policy so nearly akin to that of its rival.” 

» Put these statements against Mr. 
BuaINe’s. » The latter fall to the ground. 
Mr. Lea and his fellow-protectionists know 
what they are talking about. ° They have 
‘direct pecuniary interest in maintaining a 
protective tariff. * They are not afraid that 


those interests will be hurt by the election 
of Mr. CLEVELAND; they do not believe 
they will be advanced by that of Mr. 
Buiatng. Mr.: BLAINe, on the contrary, 
uses protection only to cover his own 
tracks and to divert attention—in the 
language of the Pennsylvania address, to 
“scare” the people into supporting him. 
The people show no signs of being scared. 


BROKEN LAWS. 

Reports sent to Congress last Spring by 
the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office proved that millions of acres of public 
land had been stolen by a fraudulent use 
of the Homestead, Pre-emption, and Tim- 
ber Culture acts. It was also shown that, 
although the office had discovered some 
of the thefts, it could do only a small part 
of the work of detection that ought to be 
done. The thieves, aided in some places by 
corrupt Federal officers, were too strong for 
the Commissioner. Seventy-five per cent. 
of the entries in Dakota were fraudulent. 
Wealthy companies had fenced in millions 
of acres, and were defying the Govern- 
ment. The honest settler was shut out, 
and in several Territories and two or three 
States those who held the lands by force 
alone and those who had gained title by 
frauds that were notorious cared very lit- 
tle for the statements of the Commissioner 
or for the reports of his agents. Their 
frauds might be exposed, but they were 
sure that punishment would not follow. 

Nebraska was one of the States in which 
the Special Agents discovered abundant 
proof of fraud and theft. Congressman 
LatrD, of that State, has been renomi- 
nated, and an Omaha paper that op- 
poses him has published some documents 
that plainly show how the land laws are 
violated by his friends. A man who at- 
tempted to locate a homestead on the 
banks of the stream that bears the pleas- 
ing name of Stinking Water believed 
that he had been deprived of his rights by 
fraud. He made complaint to the Land 
Office, and an inspector made an investi- 
gation. The Omaha Bee publishes his 
report. The gist of it is that, although 
the complainant made his improvements 
and was ready to apply for the land be- 
fore any other claimant appeared, he 
was excluded from the land by the un- 
just action of the local land officer, who 
accepted the applications of a gang of 
men said to have been employed by 
KeLLeEY & Larrp, stock raisers. ‘No 
pretense of bona fide entry was made by 
the gang,” said the Inspector in his re- 
port, .‘“‘but the whole proceeding was 
treated as a huge joke.” One of those 
who made entry is said to be 
Congressman LaIrpD’s . brother. a | 
have no doubt,’ wrote the inspector, 
“that the Register and Receiver were 
aware of the fraudulent nature of these 
entries, but whether they permitted them 
through a desire to accommodate an influ- 
ential political friend, or because they 
were in some manner the beneficiaries, I 
do not know.” It appears, from affida- 
vits, that by means of the entries referred 
to possession of all the watered lands 
along the stream for twelve miles was 
gained. The paper that publishes these 
documents and the man who made com- 
plaint to the Land Office assert that Con- 
gressman LAIRD was {interested in the 
frauds. 

There is nothing new in the methods 
used in this case. The same game has 
been played in almost every Territory and 
in some of the States. Thousands of 
frauds of the same kind have been exposed 
and described by the Land Office. But 
there seems to be no punishment. Dis- 
honest men, assisted by corrupt Federal 
officers, and in some cases aided by Con- 
gressional or other potent influence, steal 
the public land as they have been steal- 
ing it for years. What remedy is 
proposed? Prosecution and  punish- 
ment? Not‘at all. The laws, it is 
said, must be repealed. The Commis- 
sioner has repeatedly urged Congress to 
repeal them. No one asserts that the laws 
are wrong in principle, but it is shown 
that they are notoriously violated. The 
Commissioner’s recommendations are sim- 
ply a confession that the thieves are 
stronger than the Government of the 
United States; that the localland officers 
appointed by the Government are not 
honest; that laws enacted for the benefit 
of real settlers cannot be enforced, and 
that those who break them cannot be pun- 
ished. 


A POINT.TO BE YIELDED. 


The Canadian Minister of Justice, ad- 
dressing the Montreal Board of Trade on 
Tuesday, said there was only one obstacle 
to the conclusion of anew Anglo-Ameri- 
can treaty of extradition—the American 
unwillingness to concede that an extra- 
dited person can be prosecuted only for 
the offense for which he is pursued and 
surrendered. He had received a letter 
from the Council calling his attention to 
the immunity enjoyed by genteel thieves 
upon Canadian soil, and the Dominion 
Government had opened the subject with 
the Imperial Government, which alone 
had power to act. He stated that nego- 
tiations were pending, and that an amica- 
ble arrangement would soon be made. 

We are glad to know this upon such 
good authority. We hope it is true, and 
yet we doubt it. The state of affairs 
which the Minister so accurately describes 
has existed now nearly ten years. At any 
time within that period an agreement 
could have been reached if our Govern- 
ment, having placed itself in a false posi- 
tion, had only been willing to recede 
from it, and to again place itself in har- 
mony with the practice of all the civilized 
world during all the generations that 
modern international law has prevailed. 
That position was taken from the best 
motives in the world, however ill-advised 
the action was. It seemed unendurable 
that such an extensive and notorious 
breaker of our revenue laws as Law- 
RENCE should escape punishment. Ac- 
cordingly, having got him out of British 
jurisdiction by alleging his guilt of a 
crime for which that Government had 
agreed to surrender criminals, we indicted 
and punished him for smuggling—a crime 
not within the list of extraditable offenses. 
When next we sought to extradite a fugi- 
tive England requested an assurance that, 
if surrendered. his rights—and hers—un- 





in - 


The American response, in a tiff, was that 
the treaty provided for absolute surrender, 
not for qualified surrender, and that En- 
gland had broken the treaty. England, 
protesting the excellence of her motives, 
consented provisionally to such uncondi- 
tional surrender in the hope that a new 
treaty would be arranged. But the United 
States, it appears, still adheres to its posi- 
tion, and that position alone keeps the old 
treaty in doubtful life, and prevents a 
new treaty which would make impossible 
such an outrage upon honest men as the 
spectacle of an Eno ostentatiously spend- 
ing stolen money among a community 
which appears willing to receive him. 

It is, therefore, worth while to examine 
critically the plausible contention of Mr. 
FisH, President GRant’s Secretary of 
State, that an extradited person is “‘ de- 
livered up to justice, and, in the absence 
of any limitation by treaty, to justice 
generally, each independent State being 
the judge of its own administration of 
justice.” What then, we would ask, is 
the protection of alleged criminals extra- 
dited from our shores against such treat- 
ment as LAWRENCE'S? Thousands seek 
refuge here for political reasons, thou- 
sands flee here from Germany alone to 
escape its burdensome laws imposing mil- 
itary service. What is to prevent these 
naturalized citizens from , being pur- 
sued here upon one charge, and, upon 
being surrendered for that, being pun- 
ished for acts not recognized as crimes by 
us or under the treaty? That would bean 
obvious fraud upon our asylum, but where 
is the safeguard against it if England 
merely follows American precedent and 
American contention and punishes, let us 
say, PATRICK Ea@an for a political offense, 
having got his body by alleging his guilt 
within the treaty? There is the dictum of 
a Lord Chancellor that he was absolutely 
unaware of any authority for the posi- 


_tion that an extradited person could be 


tried for any other crime than the one 
named in the demand for his surrender. 
And such was the uniform usage until 
the Lawrence case. The treaty itself 
under which LAWRENCE was surrendered 
argues against this new claim. It names 
certain crimes on proof of which criminals 
are to be surrendered. But why should 
certain crimes be named if all crimes are 
included? The familiar maxim, Expressio 
unius exclusio alterius, explains this, as 
appears, beyond any doubt by reference 
to President TYLER’S message announcing 
the treaty. Mr. WEBSTER negotiated the 
treaty, and he wrote, it is believed, the 
message. The treaty ‘‘is carefully con- 
fined to such offenses as all mankind agree 
to regard as heinous and destructive of the 
gravity of life and property. In this care- 
ful and specific enumeration of crimes the 
object has been to exclude all political 
offenses,” &c. That is to say, the fugitive 
to either country is safe from pursuit for 
any crimes except those named, That is 
why Mr. WEBSTER, who announced the 
doctrine of asylum with a strength and 
eloquence peculiarly his, did not insert in 
his treaty a clause forbidding punishment 
of surrendered fugitives for offenses un- 
named, and perhaps political. A genera- 
tion later ic is asserted that Mr. WEB- 
STER’S exclusive list was inclusive of 
pretty much everything for which a man 
may be punished. And what we ¢élaim 
we must yield. There is no doubt that 
justice was done in LAWRENCE’S case. 
There is no doubt that the conten- 
tion based upon that case opens the 
door to injustice of unknown dimensions. 
The point should be yielded. And this 
is all the more easy to do since the 
first step has been taken. It has been 
conceded, what it was nearly impossible 
to deny, that the offense for which a crim- 
inal might be tried other than the one 
named should be an extraditable offense. 
All, then, that need be done is to nego- 
tiate a new treaty with a sufficient list of 
crimes, and to specify several if it is de- 
sired to punish the fugitive for more than 
one. The present treaty with England 
includes seven offenses. That with Spain 
includes twenty-six. Under such a treaty 
pettifogging in the name of justice to 
bring one crime within the name or de- 
scription of another would be less frequent. 


CRIMINAL RECKLESSNESS. 


It is really astonishing that in a country 
where the people are to some extent hu- 
mane and intelligent the firing of the guns 
belonging to our navy should be permit- 
ted. Noless than three 100-pound rifled 
Parrott guns have recently been fired on 
board of American men-of-war. It wasa 
mere accident that no one was killed by 
the bursting of those guns, but that fact 
does not make the act of firing them any 
the less reprehensible, The pieces of the 
gun which was fired on board the Standish 
on Tuesday last almost wrecked the ves- 
sel, and it was nearly a miracle that none 
of the naval cadets who were near the 
gun at the time were injured. 


The 100-pound rifled Parrott was intro- 
duced into our service during the civil 
war at the instigation—as most men now 
believe—of the Confederate Government. 
Certainly it did the Confederates good 
service by bursting among our own men. 
Whatever excuse there may have been 
for its employment at a time when guns 
of all kinds were scarce it is simply man- 
slaughter to allow naval cadets and sail- 
ors to meddle with it now. 

The gallant and devoted men who enter 
our nav4l service deserve some little protec- 
tion. They are exposed to two terrible dan- 
gers, that of being drowned by going tosea 
in American men-of-war and that of being 
killed by remaining in the neighborhood 
of American big guns when the latter are 
fired. It may be all very well to provide 
ourselves with vessels and guns capable 
of doing great injury to an enemy 
case they are captured, but 
surely in time of peace it is 
little less than criminal to permit 
men to go to sea in our crazy hulks or to 
meddle with our murderous guns. A 
really intelligent Congress would compel 
the Secretary of the Navy to bury all our 
guns in some out-of-the-way place where 
they could not be found and dug up by 
ignorant and reckless people; and to haul 
our men-of-war out of the water so that 
crews could live on board of them in 


safety. It is intolerable that the lives of 


bravemen should be wantonly risked by 
repeating. the idle experiment of bursting 
naval guns, or the still more disastrous 
experiment of sending our men-of-war to 
sea, where they are at all times in danger 
of being sunk by foal schooners and fish- 
ing smacks. 


BACK HAIR. 


Few political economists have as yet 
turned their attention to the probable ef- 
fect upon back hair of a war between 
China and France. Women who, as a 
rule, are profoundly ignorant of the ori- 
gin of their back hair, do not dream that 
it would be in any way affected by a 
blockade of the Chinese ports. Yet to all 
black-haired women a war between China 
and any European power would be one of 
the gravest, if not most disastrous, of 
events. 

As is well known the back hair worn by 
women is attached artificially to their 
heads. A century ago it was believed 
that in many cases women’s back hair 
actually grew in situ, and the existence of 
this delusion is testified to by scores of 
pictures painted by the old masters, in 
which brutal men are represented in the 
act of dragging women by their back hair 
—an outrage which we now know to be 
practically impossible. Prof. Huxtey, 
while he concedes that the front hair of 
a woman frequently grows to the length 
of twelve inches, has proved conclusively 
that the back hair is always attached to 
the head by hairpins. He admits that at 
an early stage of development the female 
of our species frequently had long back 
hair, and that the male undoubtedly 
dragged her by it. The lives of the long- 
haired women were shortened by this 
process, and in time the survival of the 
fittest—that is to say the women who had 
no long back hair—brought about the ex- 
tinction of the long-haired species. 

Nearly all the back hair worn by black- 
haired women comes from China. By 
what animal it is produced is a secret 
jealously kept by the Chinese, who an- 
nually export a great many tons of it to 
Europe. This material is made into 
‘* switches” by European hair dealers, and 
in that shape is sold all over the civilized 
world. The raven tresses frequently 
mentioned by poets are all of Chinese 
origin, and the capital embarked in the 
Chinese hair trade is immense. 

Now, it is évident that the blockade of 
the Chinese ports would at once cut off 
the supply of black back hair. The price 
of ‘*switches,” which has already risen 
slightly in France, would go up to a fig- 
ure which would place back hair beyond 
the reach of any black-haired woman ex- 
cept the wife or daughter of a millionaire, 
and back hair of a black color would pass 
almost entirely out of use. 

With the exclusion of Chinese back hair 
from our markets our black-haired women 
would be compelled either to cease wear- 
ing back hair altogether or to dye their 
own hair brown or yellow and wear brown 
or yellow switches. Many women havea 
prejudice against dyeing their hair, and 
would undoubtedly prefer to abandon 
back hair. Should this result be reached 
it would be a decided benefit to mankind. 
An immense sum of money is annually 
spent in back hair, and an almost equally 
large sum in hairpins. Were women to 
give up back hair this money would be 
saved. Why back hair should be re- 
garded as an ornament it is diffi- 
cult to understand. Every one knows 
that a woman’s back hair is no more a 
part of herself than are her earrings. It 
is a foolish, because necessarily ineffectual, 
attempt to draw men into believing that 
women are born with back hair, and it is 
therefore a positive offense against moral- 
ity and good sense. It is totally useless to 
the wearer, and it is liable to be mislaid at 
night or stolen by dishonest chamber- 
maids. There is not a word to be said in 
favor of back hair, and the world would 
be better off were the Chinese unable to 
export asingle ounce of back hair and 
were our women unable to buy a “‘ switch” 
for less than its weight in gold. 





‘‘Heaven helps those who help them- 
selves !” is the latest motto of the Blaine 
local organ. On that theory Mr. BLaInge 
is entitled to a great deal of Heaven’s 
help, for, according to his own letters, if 
there is anything he has come across in 
the last twenty years to which he has not 
‘*helped himself” it was because it was 
away out of his reach. 


The refusal of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company to take the trains of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad over its line 
from Baltimore to this city after Oct. 12 is 
a threatening incident in the present rail- 
road situation. The claim of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad is that the service is 
unprofitable and that its own trains afford 
sufficient facilities for the traffic. The 
Baltimore and Ohio managers, on the 
other hand, declare that the travel from 
its line to New-York has increased four- 
fold since the arrangement was made, 
and look upon this move as an attempt to 
shut them out of New-York. They have 
a line from Chicago to Buffalo, with con- 
nections over the Erie and West Shore, 
and propose to push the construction of a 
line of their own from Baltimore to New- 
York. Then there are intimations of a 
sharp competition, accompanied by a re- 
duction of rates. This is not unlikely to 
prove a new obstacle in the way of the 
re-establishment of the trunk line pool, 
the tendency to competition being already 
a difficult matter to deal with. 


There is some very peculiar reasoning in 
the decision of the General Term of the 
Supreme Court holding the Tenement 
House Cigar act unconstitutional. It 
may be that the position is sound that this 
law so interferes with the rights and prop- 
erty of citizens as to bring it within the 
constitutional inhibition. This depends 
on whether it is justified as a sanitary 
measure, which is mainly a ques- 
tion of fact as‘to the conditions 
and effects of cigar making in 
tenements, but the court goes so far as to 
declare that it was not intended as a sani- 
tary measure. It strikes us as a little 
strange for a court to declare that the 
Legislature in passing a law did not have 


the motive of its action. This rather 
oversteps the limit of judicial propriety, 
to say.the least. The criticisms on the 
limitations of the act do not seem to be 
very weighty. The professed object was 
to protect the health of families living in 
close quarters and doing their cooking in 
proximity with the work upon tobacco. 
The reason for exemption on first floors 
in connection with cigar stores was that 
such premises were readily accessible to 
sanitary inspection. It may be that this 
act was based on false pretenses, and that 
the Legislature was controlled by motives 
other than those avowed, but this is 
rather a novel basis for judicial decision. 


The friends of Mr. BLAINE in the Union 
League Club have announced their inten- 
tion to try to ‘‘ secure” an “ official” in- 
dorsement of their candidate this evening. 
If all the members of the club who think 
that such an indorsement, secured in the 
way the Blaine men have gone about it, 
is worthless should be present, the meet- 
ing would be extremely interesting. 





Bridge Trustee STRANAHAN does not at- 
tempt to dissemble the buoyant hopes with 
which Judge LAWRENCE’s stay of pro- 
ceedings has filled his soul. The stay was 
granted on Commissioner THOMPSON’Ss affi- 
davit, and operates as an injunction re- 
straining the Trustees from constructing 
the extension across Chatham-street. 
‘‘The case will undoubtedly be taken to 
the Court of Appeals,” says Mr. STRANA- 
HAN to a Brooklyn Union reporter, ‘‘and 
it may be a year before we gain the right 
to build the extension.” It may, that is 
true; but it is altogether too evident that 
Mr. STRANAHAN’S satisfaction in behalf 
of the Union Ferry Company at a delay 
which would so seriously curtail the use- 
fulness and the revenues of the bridge far 
outweighs the regret which, if he is a 
conscientious Trustee, he ought to feel. 
Mr. STRANAHAN cannot serve two mas- 
ters, and he knows it. Therefore he 
serves but one. 





Senator HAWLEY is uncomfortable. A 
mistaken view of his duty to his party dragged 
him into the support of BLAINE, and as he is an 
bonest man himself he feels very much like a 
respectable lawyer who has been assigned by the 
court to defend a particularly mean sneak thief. 
His paper, the Hartford Courant, is, we presume, 
a fair reflection of his disturbed mind, and noone 
can glance over it without feeling that nothing 
but the known piety of his readers restrains its 
editor from indulging in several columns of 
double-leaded swearing every day.

It will be news to the heads of bureaus and 
departments of the City Government that it is 
their duty to make up balance sheets at the end 
of every fiscal year, just as if they were working 
for a private employer, and to account for and 
turn over to the City Treasury-all money re- 
maining in their hands. Their custom has been 
to retain unexpended money until a need for its 
use arose in their departments, or until the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment discov- 
ered that 1t was at hand and applied it to the 
eking out of insufficient appropriations. The 
General Term of the Supreme Court now con- 
demn as illegal the practice of transferring 
unexpended balances from one department to 
another which the Board of Apportionment has 
pursued for many years, and they @ceclare, col- 
laterally, that no unexpended balances would 
exist from year to year if the heads of de- 
partments did not neglect their plain duty 
to see that the money was applied either to 
making up new appropriations or used for the 
reduction of the city debt. Unexpended balances, 
Judge NOAH DAVIs says in his opinion, can only 
be legally transferred within the fiscal year in 
which they were caused, and within the depart- 
ment in which they exist. They cannot be 
applied to a purpose for which no appropriation 
wus made prior to the beginning of the fiscal 
year, and especially they cannot be applied, by 
a majority of Commissioners of Apportionment, 
after that year has begun to a use that was 
opposed when the provisional. appropriations 
were under consideration by the board,and when 
a@ unanimous vote of its members was needed 
for the legal formulation of all appropriations 
to be submitted to the Board of Aldermen. 
Hence the effort of some of the Commissioners 
to convey money to the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts by means of “unexpended balances,” 
and in defiance of Commissioner ASTEN’Ss protest, 
falls to the ground. 
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BOUCICAULT’S LEGAL VICTORY. 


A JUDGMENT FOR $33,000 SET ASIDE BY 
SUPREME COURT GENERAL TERM. 

Among other decisions handed down by 
the General Term of the Supreme Court was 
one that interests the well-known actor Dion 
Boucicault, and grew out of his connection with 
the theatre formerly known as the Park Thea- 
tre, in this city. For the purpose of erecting 
that theatre Riggs & Co., bankers, of Washing- 
ton, advanced $15,000 and Boucicault $5,000, and 
to secure the loan a mortgage to George W. 
Riggs was executed by James Purcell, who 
holds title to the property, and was guaranteed 


by Mr. Boucicault. The interest on this mort- 
gage not —? paid an action was commenced 
to foreclose. Judgment was rendered in May, 
1875, charging Purcell as mortgageor and Bouci- 
cault as guarantor with any deficiency. From 
that judgmept Purcell appealed from time to 
time until the case reached the Court of Ap- 
peals in May, 1882, which affirmed the judement. 

Pending the appeal to the Court of Appeals, 
however, there being no stay, the plaintiffs in 
July, 1875, sold the property at public auction 
under the judgment of foreclosure to Messrs. 
Grosz & Son for $42,000. These gentlemen find- 
ing the property burdened with certain re- 
strictive agreements, declined to complete theic 
purchase. The plaintiffs moved to compel them 
to take the property, and an order was entered 
directing them todo so,or in default that the 
property be resold and they charged with the 
deficiency arising. From this decision appeals 
were taken, but before the decision of the Court 
of Appeais was rendered the plaintiff resold the 
property under the Special Term order directing 
aresale,and in making the resale changed the 
notice and terms of sale so that they varied con- 
siderably from those at the first sale. At 
the resale the property was purchased 
for $1,000, leaving a deficiency of $41,000, which 
it was sought to compel the Messrs. Grosz to pay. 
The courts, however, decided that the change in 
the terms of sale relieved them from this pay- 
ment. Thereupon the plaintiffs, without any 
notice to Mr. Boucicault, entered against him a 
judgment for over $33,000, forming part of the 
deficiency which they had failed to compel the 
purchasers to pay. Mr. Boucicault, through his 
counsel, ex-Judge Dittenhoefer, immediately 
moved to have this deficiency judgment set aside 
upon the grounds, among others: That the 
plaintiffs, having elected to resel) the premises 
for the purpose of cherie. the purchasers with 
the deficiency, released Mr. Boucicault from lia- 
bility; that the second sale was conducted ir- 
regularly, for by altering the terms of sale they 
enabled the Messrs. Grosz, who were responsible, 
to escape payment of the deficiency. 

Justice Barrett, at Special Term, set the judg- 
ment aside; from this decision appeal was taken 
by plaintiffs through their counsel, John E. Par- 
sons and R. D. Harrts, to the General Term, 
which now has affirmed the order upon the 
grounds urged by ex-Judge Dittenhoefer.

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TALKING ABOUT BRIDGE AFFAIRS, 


VARIOUS SUGGESTIONS MADE TO THE 
TRUSTEES’ COMMITTEE YESTERDAY. 

All the members of the special commit- 
tee appointed to consider reduced tolis and in 
creas-d facilities of travel on the Brooklyn 
bridge were present at the first meeting yester- 
day except John T. Agnew, of this city. Trustee 
Stranahan, of the Union Ferry Company, is not 
a member of the committee, but he sat with it 
and did considerable talking. It was said, in ex- 
planation of his presence, that he appeared as 
ex Officio President of the Board of Trustees, in 
the absence of both the President and the Vice- 


President. Other members of the board were 
present also, but they took no part in the pro- 
ceedings of the committee. 

Ex-Senator John G. Boyd arzued in support 
of the Anti-Monopoly League resoiution calling 
for lower tolls. Mr. Boyd said that the League 
was anxious to hurry the time whena man can 
get on a horse car at Greenwood, cross the 
bridge, and rice to Harlem, all for 5 cents. 

Anew scheme for running the cars was sub- 
mitted by Lawyer C. H. Phelps, of this city, in 
behalt ot James Gamble, who claims to bare 
made a study of cable roads. He proposed to 
make the necessary changes in the gearing for 
$25,000, to carry over 18,000 passengers each hour, 
and run cars on only one minute headway; to 
carry aS MaDy passenvers as are Carried now ata 
saving of $100,000 perannum;to do away with 
all locomotives and grip lifters, and dis- 
pense with the proposed extension of the 
bridge at the New-York end. In pay for all 
this Mr. Gamble wants one-quarter of 1 per 
cent. royalty on every passenger carried for 10 
years. He does not want to take the manage- 
ment of the bridge from the Trustees, but, as a 
measure of protection, he asks to put in an en- 
gineer to see that his system has fair play. An- 
other scheme, proposed by W. H. H. Sissum, a 
mechanical engineer, of Brooklyn, calls for vari- 
ous alterations in the starting platforms and 
stairways; promises to doaway with locomotives 
and grip-lifters, and switch cirs around by their 
own gravity, and guarantees to carry passengers 
= ree times as fast as at present, with no crowd- 

ng. 

Lawson N. Fuller, of this city, argued in favor 
of reducing the car toll and abolishing foot toll, 
and got into a tangle with Mr. Stranahan be- 
cause he did not base his estimate of personal 
traveling expenses on commission hours. A 
somewhat persona! reference by Mr. Stranahan 
brought out a sharp inquiry from Mr. Fuller 
whether the Bridge Trustees were going to spend 
all their time in protecting the ferry companies. 
The object of the meeting threatened to become 
swamped in personalities until the Chairman 
was asked to interfere. Mr. Stranahan intro- 
duced a resolution calling on Supe intendent 
Martin and Treasurer Witte for specific informa- 
tion about the cost of running the bridge. 

Mayor Low suggested the idea of considering 
a plan for running horse cars across the bridge. 
It wouid certainly be a convenience for people 
simply desiring to go from one terminus to an- 
other. The roadway was amply wide enough to 
admit of one track on each side of the bridge. 
It was suggested that the grade was too steep. 
Mayor Low said he simply made the suggestion 
for the members of the committee tothink over.

BUYING VOTES WITH PENSIONS. 
@HE WORK COL. DUDLEY AND HIS MEN ARE 
DOING FOR BLAINE IN OBIO. 
Wasnincton, Oct. 8—When Pension 
fommissioner Dudley returned to Ohio and In- 
diana, after his two days’ visit to his office here, 
it was stated that among his forces in the West 
was a brigade of specia] Pension Examiners and 
Inspectors of the Post Office Department who 
were ordered out to work for the man from 
Maine. From a gentieman who has just returned 
from a trip to Ohio and Indiana is learned the 
kind of work the specia! Pension Examiners are 
doing in Ohio under Col. Dudley’s direction. 


In that State, as well as in most others, there are 
a very large number of ex-soldiers who are ap- 
plicants for pensions. Their claims in many in- 
etances have been ou file for years, and in all 
cases for many months, for the business of the 
Pension Office is greatly in arrears. Having the 
names and residences of these applicants, it is 
the duty of the Special Examiners, who are, of 
course, under Government pay, to hunt each 
one up and see that he is persuaded to vote the 
Republican ticket next week. The usual 
method is to inform the applicant that 
his case will be reached in a short 
time and will undoubtedly be favorably 
acted upon. After thisisimpressed upon his 
mind, it is pointed out to the veteran that if the

MASSILLON, Ohio, Oct. 8.—Mr. Blaine, ac- 
companied by the Hon. William McKinley and 
by a long line of private carriages, drove this 
morning from Canton to this city. a distance of 
eight miles. When, ata little after 11 o’clock, 
Mr. Blaine appeared upon the stand from which 
he was to reylew the procession, the clubs ana 
other organizations were passing up to the point 
where they were to form in line,and as they 
passed near the stand they cheered for Biaine 
and Logan and McKinley. Before the proces- 


sion was ready to move there was a heavy 
shower, which compelled the occupants of the 
stand to seek shelter and dispersed the crowd for 
atime. Soon atter 1 o’ciock the rain ceased, and 
the clubs again mustered and proceeded to the 
house of Mr. Stees, where Mr. Blaine had taken 
lunch, from whence they again escorted him 
through the principal streets to the Fair 
Grounds, where he made the following speech:

Since then the manufacturing industries have traveled 
westward until Obio has become one of the largest 
manufacturing States in the Union, and, combining 
within herself a great agricultural interest and a 
great manufacturing interest, she presents all the 
elements of comfurt and material progress. Steadiiy, 
asthe agricultural States become settled, mapufaci- 
urers follow. Indiana and Lllinvis and Michigan are 
we on rapidly after Ohio.

OPERA BOUFFE AT WALLACK'S. 

The performance of “La Fille de Mme. 
Angot” at Wallack’s Theatre, last evening, was 
not of very even merit. Works of this order 
have heretofore been sung as well as acted in 
New-York, and so far as Mme. Théo is con- 
cerned—and Mme. Théo is now the head 
and front of the troupe—singing is out 
of the question. This lady’s comeliness and 
grace, and the kittenish pranks that make up 
the best part of what her admirers dignify into 
a method, help her out on most occasions, but 
in representations in which voice and acting are 
really needed her efforts can scarcely be con- 
sidered as successful. We have had clever 
songstresses and clever actresses in ‘“* Mme. 
Angot,” and the réle of Clairette fares ill 
when its representative cannot claim mem- 
bership with either sisterhood. Yesterday Mme. 
Théo was simply a pretty woman, who went 


through her antics with the conscious guilt and 
merry spirit of a spoiied child. Aithough the 
audience encored the duet in the second act, in 
which Clairette and Lange recall the mem- 
ories of their school days, Mme. Théo 
spoiled its musical effect, and her lack 
ot will was more and more apparent 
as the entertainment progressed. Mme. Cécile 
Lefort’s personation of Lange was in happy 
contrast to Mme. Théo’s shortcomings. This 
artist has little of the brightness and grace 
which we associate with mapy of her predeces- 
sors, but her fresh and powerful tones and 
her skill and taste asasongster are altogeth- 
er exceptional among opera bouffe performers, 
and her share of last evening's labors is to be 
heartily commended. Mile. Lefort’s song at the 
opening of the second act was redemanded, and 
she would have endowed the very pretty duet 
with Ange Pitou with ail the melodious charm 
that an expressive interpretation can impart to 
it had not M. Lary, whose representation of the 
hero of the opera was in other respects satisfac- 
tory, exaggerated the sentiment of his measures 
and dragged the time in a most exasperating 
manner.

The 
chorus was in unusually good form, and the 
orchestra quite equal to its task; M. Lagye, 
however, shows a lack of judgment in not 
humoring his singers in the matter of time.

The total expenses for the year were $13,022,- 
503. The gross earnings show an increase over 
the previous year of a little more than $178,000, 
while the expenses show a much larger increase, 
owing greatly to the telegraphers’ strike in July 
and August of 1883.

r cent. per annum, anda cash surplus accumulated 
in the Treasury.” 

The proposition to decrease the dividend to 6 
per cent. was discussed at considerate length in 
yesterday’s meeting. The reduction was fa- 
vored by Jay Gould, who is the largest stock- 
holder, and by Russell Sage, who is the second 
largest stockholder. Mr. W. J. Syms declared 
that he was one of the heaviest stockholders, 
and he thought the proposed reduction a very 
unwise thing. The resolution fixing the annual 
dividends hereafter at 6 per cent. was adopted 
by a very large majority of the stock repre- 
sented at the meeting. 

The 20-year lease of the lines of the Chicago

PASSING AS A QUIET OLD MAN. 
ras ec PR 
DR. WERNER WELL > KNOWN TO THE 
THIEVES, ALTHOUGH NOT TO THE 
DETECTIVES. 

There is mourning among the occupants 
of the house at No. 12 Stanton-street, from 
which * Doctor” Andrew Werner was taken on 
Tuesday charged with being a receiver of stolen 
property to a large extent. He had lived inthe 
house for six years—ever since it was opened— 
entertaining rather cordial relations with the 
members of the family from Swhom he rented 
his apartments. His fellow-tenants express 
great indignation that a man with such a 


character should have taken them in so com- 
letely, and that they had never found him out 
fore. Areporter of THE TIMES who called 
there yesterday listened to many long and vehe- 
ment denunciations of the * old rascal,” as _ he is 
now unceremoniously termed, save by the land- 
lady, who believes still in his innocence. De- 
tectives from the Central Office also visited the 
house yesterday, and made a thorough examina- 
tion of Werner’s apartment. It is an ordinary 
sized hall bedroom, on the third floor, front, of 
the five-story brick building. It had always 
been kept scrupulously clean and neat by its 
occupant, who had adorned the walls with 
numerous drawings and engravings. 

The detectives searched around through boxes 
and cupboards, and unearthed a good man 
more valuable articles of jewelry, all of whic 
are supposed to have been stolen. The whole 
lot was added to that already in the possession of 
the police, and laid out on a table in the detect- 
ives’ office at Police Headquarters made a 
tempting display. 

None of his fellow-tenants except the old Ger- 
man lady from whom he rented his room seems 
to know anything about Werner. From the 
time he first took up his quarters in the house 
he has been looked upon as-a very quiet and 
respectable old gentieman, who attended strictly 
to his own business and did not care a rap about 
that of other people. Mrs. Weibrecht, who with 
her son leases half the third floor in the 
building, and who rented the room to 
Werner, when asked about him = said: 
“Mr. Werner lived for a long time—about 
seven or eight years—in the same house with me 
and my family in Division-street. He seemed 
to be a nice old gentleman, and we liked him 
very much. We. and everybody who knew him, 
always supposed that he was a tailor employed 
by a Fulton-street firm, and until to-day I never 
heard that he was called a ‘doctor.’ One thing 
certain, I know that he isn’t a doctor nor 
ever has been one. Well, when my son and 
I came here six years ago Mr. Warner came 
with us, and has occupied that room ever since. 
I never asked him any questions. He was 
very quict, as I say; had few visitors, and was 
never in his room for any length of time except 
tosieep. It has been his daily habit to leave his 
room at 8 o’clovck in the morning. He would 
come back at 6 o’clock, stay half an hour or 
more, and then go out until 11 o'clock, when he 
would come in and go to bed. About two years 
azo he was taken sick and went to the German 
Hospital, where he staid about a month. Since 
then I don’t think he has done any work, but 
has lived on his money. We always thought he 
was quite rich. He lived in the simplest manner, 
and, really, that is all I know about him. 

“The idea of so old a man being so wicked !” 
indignantly added the simple old German lady, 
in conclusion. The doctor is 73 years old, but 
looks much younger. He is short, rather stout, 
and, dressing in the simplest manner, would lead 
one to believe that he was a quiet, harmiess old 
gentieman, who asked nothing more than to be 
let alone by his neighbors. But that he was a 
sharp and shrewd dealer is proved by the quan- 
tity and value of stolen articles found in his 
possession. Twelve gold and 40 silver watches,a 
large and varied coliection of diamonds, chains, 
lockets, rings, bracelets, besides 49 pawn tickets 
for other valuable articles, were found in his 
possession. The articles represented by the 
pawn tickets were yesterday recovered by the 
detectives and largely increase the value of the 
property they captured. 

Some of the watches were Tostereay, identified 
as stolen property, and Mr. William Xuller, of 
No. 187 Atlantic-avenue, Brooklyn, in looking 
over the collection found a gold watch, chain, 
and locket which he said had been stolen from 
him at South Ferry on Sept. 26 last. Mr. Xuller 
had had his initials engraved on the watchcase, 
but they had been clearly erased. The watch 
was identified by the maker’s number on 
the works. Many people who had lost jewelry 
called at Headquarters yesterday and looked over 
the articles taken from Werner, but, with three 
— no one found anything taken from 

em. 

In Warner’s room there hangs on the wall, 
among the collection of pictures, a document 
which shows him to be a native of Switzerland; 
that he was naturalized in the United Statesin 
1859, and that he served three years in the rebel- 
lion as private in Company A of the Second 
Regiment of the Pennsylvania Veteran Artil- 
lery.

BALTIMORE AND OHIO. 
PROBABLE EFFECT OF THE PENNSYLVANIA 
RAILROAD’S ORDER. 
BAttrmorgE, Oct. 8.—The regular month- 
ly meeting of the Board of Directors of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad Company was held at 
its central building this morning, Mr. William 
F. Burns in tne chair. The usual semi-annual 
dividends of 5 per cent. on the main stem and 
5 per cent. on the Washington branch were de- 
clared, payable Nov. 1, at the office of the Treas- 
urer in Baltimore. 
The Sun, of this city, in commenting this 
morning on the order of the Pennsylvania Rail- 


road shutting off the Baltimore and Ohio from 
he use of lines between this city and New-York, 
says: “It is thought in some quarters that the 
complications which must ensue from this latest 
move of the Pennsylvania Railroad will be a dis- 
comfort to that company as well _as to the east 
and west trunk lines generally. Their interests 
are so interwoven through the pooling agree- 
ment that such a matter as the attempt to 
shut one of the pool members out of 
New-York will possibly bring disagreements. 
When the pool was made the Baltimore and 
Ohio was thought to have sure New-York con- 
nections. It is argued that if the Baltimore and 
Ohio conclude to take the stand that the rela- 
tions which made it desirable for them to go 
into the pool exist no longer there will unques- 
tionably be lively times, and the evidences are 
said not to be wanting to indicate that a posi- 
tive line of action is being considered. 

“The Baltimore and Ohio has a passenger 
line from Chicago to New-York called the 
Niagara Falls short line, running to Detroit and 
Buftalo, where passengers have the option of 
the Erie or the West Shore to New-York. 
Should this line commence to slash into passen- 
er rates the otber lines would follow, no doubt. 
nthe railroad wars which the Baltimore and 
Ohio has been in they were cut off from New- 
York, and used steamships for their freights 
from Baltimore to New-York. No one on the 
outside can foreshadow what the outcome of 
this matter isto be, but developments will be 
watched with interest. It appears to be assured 
that the affair is looked upon as serious among 
railroad men.” 

Mr. C. K. Lord, the General Passenger Agent 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, commented 
to-day on the various newspaper statements 
concerning the trouble between his road and the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. He said that the public 
had been led to infer thatthe only reason the 
Pennsylvania Railroad had for withdrawing the 
through car service of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad was because that service between Balti- 
more, Philadelphia, and New-York was unprofit- 
able. The facts, Mr. Lord says, are quite the re- 
verse, as a careful examination of the train 
schedules will show. Between Baltimore, Phila- 
deiphia, and New-York only two of these trains 
were run for the special accommodation of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, the other four 
one continuous trains between Washington 
and New-York, via the Baltimore and Potomac 
Railroad, with a Baltimore and Ohio connection. 

Mr. Lord sass it is evident that the true reason 
for the action of the Pennsylvania Railroad in 
arbitrarily depriving the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad of train facilities was owing to the fact 
that their new line between Baltimore and Phil- 
ade!phia is rapidly approaching completion, to- 

ether with the fact that the Baltimore and 

hio Railroad have been able to secure such 
facilities in the vicinity of and west of Pittsourg 
whereby the revenue of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road as wellas the Pennsylvania Company has 
been very seriously affected, as their monthly re- 
ports will show. 

The New-York and Philadelphia extension is 
being rapidly pushed, and when this line is opened 
it is claimed that it will become a very formida- 
ble competitor of the Pennsylvania Railroad for 
travel between Washington, Baltimore, Phila- 
deiphia, and New-York, ;

ANOTHER RECEIVER ASKED FOR. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 8.—In the Superior 
Court at Evansville suit has been filed to com- 
pel the appointment of a Receiver for the Louis- 
ville, Evansville and St. Louis Air Line Railroad. 
The plaintiff says the road has been badly man- 


aged, and at present trains cannot run on full 
time, and the rolling stock is in such condition 
that the cars cannot carry full weight of freight. 
The complaint mentions many debts hanging 
over the railroad company, amounting to not 
less than $47,000 in operating expenses, due to 
outside parties. Phe complaint says the road is 
three months behird in paying employes, and 
that the holders of the $980,000 of bonds have no 
access to the books and are unable to give other 
amounts, but they know there was a floating debt 
of $500,000 July 4, 1884. 

The plaintiff presented coupons of the bonds 
at the office of the Mercantile Trust Company 
for payment of the interest, but was refused, 
the company saying that the railroad company 
had left no cash for such payment. The plaint- 
iff then made a written demand for the interest, 
and 15 days afterward the interest was paid to 
prevent a foreclosure of the mortgage. The 
complaint says the road is so run down thatif 
the present management remain in control 
longer the property will not be worth the 
amount of mortgage bonds. 


LOUISVILLE AND NASHVILLE. 
President Smith, of the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Company, issued a volumin- 
ous circular yesterday formally offering to the 
stockholders of that company $5,000,0006 per 
cent. 10-40 adjustment mortgage bonds and 


$5,000,000 of treasury stock. It is explained that 
this offeris made underap agreement with an 
international syndicate, which has contracted 
for all the bonds and shares not subscribed 
tor by the company’s stockholders, and an 
issue will be made simu/taneously in Lon- 
don and Amsterdam.

ING IN BOSTON. 

LIVING IN GOOD STYLE AT THE FIFTH-AVE- 

NUE HOTEL—THE EXPLANATION MADE 


BY HER FRIENDS. 

Mrs. Georgiana Heustis, who is under 
arrest in Boston for obtaining diamonds to the 
value of nearly $20,000 from Theresa Lynch, a 
diamond broker of No. 925 Broadway, this city, 
by fraudulent representation, will probably not 
be brought here for several days, if at all. She 
has taken advantage of the Massachusetts law, 
and will be granted a hearing there before the 
requisition issued by the Governor of "New-York 
will be confirmed by the Governor of the Bay 
State. Mr. and Mrs. Heustis have lived more or 
less at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel for two years 
past.

She re- 
ferred every caller—and there was a multitude— 
to her lawyer, Mr. Abram Kling, of No. 261 
Broadway. Mr. Kling was very communicative. 
He was sure that he hada ** dead open and shut” 
case against the fair Georgiana, who is or 35, 
and very charming. According to Mr. Kling, 
Mrs. Heustis had often borrowed diamonds of 
Mrs. Lynch for use at operas and balls. 

“ Why,” said the enthusiastic Mr. Kling, “she 
once got a necklace worth $40,000. Return it? 
Yes. Why, young man, you're not up in these 
things. ow many people reputed rich borrow 
gems for shcw you've no idea! That’sa feature 
of New-York life that you should study.” 

Then Mr. Kling calmed down. He thought 
Mrs. Heustis a most accomplished confidence 
woman. She lived in splendid style at the Fifth- 
‘Avenue, and made the acquaintance of Mrs. 
Lynch. They became great friends. Mrs. Heus- 
tis moved in fashionable circles, and, although 
possessed of a goodly number of gems, wanted 
variety. So Mrs. Lynch loaned diamonds to her 
whenever she asked the favor. Diamonds of 
fabulous value appeared about her persun when- 
ever she wasseen in public. Once she had a 
ring and charm worth $35,000, which she wore 
tor two duys. About a year ago she got 
from Mrs. Lynch diamonds worth $20,000 to 
wear ata ball. They were to be returned, as the 
others had been, but ther were not. The day 
after she lent the jewels Mrs. Lynch sailed for 
Europe. where she has been traveling ever since. 
She returned to this city three weeks ago. Then, 
according to Mr. Kling, a detective was sent 
after Mrs. Heustis. He ascertained that the 
diamonds had n pawnedin Boston. This de- 
tective, says Mr. Kling, also ascertained that the 
charming Mrs. Heustis had swindled Boston 
merchants out of $100,000, that the home at East 
Marshfield was a myth, and that Mrs. Heustis 
was a professional swindler and_ confidence 
woman. Mr. Kling admitted that Mrs. Lynch 
and Mrs. Heustis were bosom friends when the 
latter was in New-York, but claimed to havea 
clear case against the charming widow. _ 

On Oct. 3 an indictment was found in this 
city against Mrs. Heustis for grand larceny in 
the second degree. The affidavit on which the 
indictment was found was made by Mrs. Lynch. 
It was to the effect that when, on Sept. 20, 
1883, Mrs. Heustis called on her at her place of 
business, she had known her for some time. Mrs. 
Heustis asked her for the loan of a diamond 
pin valned at $2,000, which she wished to wear 
and which she promised to return when desired. 
Mrs. Lynch gave her the pin, and on Oct. 3, 
1883, she gave her for the same purpose two dia- 
mond rings worth $900 and $1,200, respect- 
ively. She also loaned her on Oct. 11 a dia- 
mond stud valued at $75: a pair of 
diamond earrings worth $1,500,and a sapphire 
and diamond ring valued at $250. She gave her 
on Oct. 12 a watch worth $60,andon Nov.3a 
diamond crescent pin valued at $400 and a pair 
of double-stone earrings valued at $1,200. On 
Nov. 5 Mrs. Heustis obtained from the deponent 
a vair of diamond sleeve buttons worth $275and 
a gentleman’s repeating watch, which she said 
she wished to show her husband and which was 
valued at $500. On Nov. 25 she gota nine-stone 
diamond pin valued at $1,500,andon Dec. 2a 
diamond crescent valued at $200, a pair of single 
stone diamond earrings worth $175,a diamond 
cross worth $2,500, and a single-stone diamond 

in and a ruby ring, amounting together te 

000. The total amount is $16,300. 

These goods were obtained on the assurance 
that they would be returned when asked for, 
but Mrs. Heustis failed to doso. The deponent 
swore that she was informed that Mrs. Heustis 
had no means and had obtained money from 
other persons in the same manner. She had 
pledged the property to different persons in Bos- 
ton and refused to return it. 

An affidavit from George M. Lynch, employed 
by the United States Paper Company at No. 147 
Duane-street, was also submitted. Lynch de- 
posed that he was in the empioy of Mrs. Lynch 
when the diamonds mentioned were given to 
Mrs. Heustis, and he corroborated Mrs. Lynch’s 
statement. On Sept. 26 Lynch went to Boston, 
where he learned Mrs. Heustis lived, having fied 
from the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, whose proprietor 
she had defrauded out of $500,as the deponent was 
informed by Mr. McPherson, of Boston, who 
was also cheated by Mrs. Heustis out of $7,500. 

~ tena had an interview with her in Boston, 
when she said that her property had been seized 
by creditors, andshe was forced to pledge the 
diamonds and other jewelry. She would not say, 
however, where she had pledged them. Lynch 
declared that he was intormed by Counselor 
Edward H. Pierce, of No. 31 Milk-street, Boston, 
that Mrs. Heustis was an adventuress and had 
cheated others besides Mrs. Lynch and Mr. Mc- 
Pherson. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 8.—It is claimed by 
the friends of Mrs. Georgiana Heustis, who is 
under arrest in this city for the alleged larceny 
of $20,000 worth of diamonds from Mrs. Lynch, 
that she is the victim of an attempt to extort 
money. They say that her late husband, J. 
Fred Heustis, wasa man of property, though it 
is admitted that he was living beyond his means, 
ani was at times pressed for money. Still, it is 
claimed, that the proceeds of the estate, which is 
now in the hanas of an Executor, will be suffi- 
cient to pay his debts. The relations existing 
between the Lynches, mother and son, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Heustis appear, according to letters 
and bills in existence, to haye been intimate in 
both business and social affairs. It is claimed 
that the diamonds and jewelry, to the amount of 
$20,000. upon the alleged larceny of which the 
criminal indictment is based, were bought on 
credit by Mr. Heustis and presented by him to 
Mrs. Heustis. The regularity of the purchase is 
apparentiy proved by a bill in proper form, 
amounting to about $28,000, but reduced by some 
thousands of dollars by payments on account 
which are properly credited. 


THE MERGER AGREEMENT SUIT. 
When the Metropolitan Elevated Rail- 
road Company began, in 1882, its suit against the 
Manhattan and New-York Companies to have 
the merger agreement set aside,S. H. Kneeland, 
who was then its President, joined itas a plaint- 


iff. After the three companies were united by 
the new compact made last Spring, Gen. F. C. 
Barlow allowed John Lindley to be substituted 
in his place as attorney for the Metropolitan, 
but kept the suit alive by coming, to be the 
attorney for Mr. Kneeland. Messrs. Deyo, Duer 
& Bauerdorf, the attorneys tor the New-York 
and Manhattan Companies, therefore served an 
amended answer containing the new merger 
agreement, and pressed the case to trial. It came 
up before Judge Donohue, in the Supreme 
Court, Special Term, yesterday. 

Gen. rlow argued that there was nothing 
for the court to pass on, and that he should be 
ailowed to discontinue the suit without costs. 
Mr. Lindley opposed this course, saying that 

n. Barlow had caused the matter to be carried 
into court by refusing to discontinue lust Sum- 
mer, and that his client, Mr. Kneeland, should 
therefore be compelled to bear the burden of 
costs. David Dudiey Field, as counsel for the 
Manhattan and New-York Companies, also ob- 
jected to a discontinuance, and moved to dis- 
miss the compiaint of Mr. Kneeland, because 
there was nothing in it to show that.»efore he 
assumed to act on behalf of the Metropolitan 
Company he had called on its officers to sue for 
its ts, and that they had failed to sue. 

Ju Donohue dismissed the complaint, but 
took under consideration the question as to the 
imposition of costs on Mr. Kneeland.

UNJUST TO THE WORKINGMEN. 


THE GENERAL TERM HOLDS THE TENEMENT 
HOUSE CIGAR ACT TO BE ILLEGAL. 


After the Court of Appeals had declared 
unconstitutional the act of 1883 forbidding the 
manufacture of cigars in tenement houses in 
this city, the Legislature passed a new law to the 
same effect. Ex-Judge A. J. Dittenhoefer, who 
had procured the annulment of the original act, 
maintained that the second one was likewise un- 
constitutional. Peter Jacobs having been ar- 
rested for making cigars at his home, he pro- 
cured writs of habeas corpus and certiorari for 
him. In the Special Term of the Supreme Court 
the writs were dismissed. Appeal was taken to 
the General Term, where William M. Evarts and 


ex-Judge Dittenhoefer appeared for Jacobs, as 
the representative of the interests of the cigar 
manufacturers generally. District Attorney 
Olney appeared for the people and argued that 
the law was constitutional. 

The General Term yesterday aeclared that the 
law invaded rights of the citizens, and was 
therefore unconstitutional. The opinion of the 
court was written by Presiding Judge Noah 
Davis. Judges Brady and Danieis concur in it. 
Judge Davis says: ‘It may be stated as a legal 
and political axiom that since the great laboring 
masses of our country have little or no property 
but their labor and the free right to employ itto 
their own best interest and advantage, it must 
be considered that the constitutional inhibition 
against all invasions of property without due 
process of law was as fully intended to embrace 
and protect that property as any of the accumu- 
lations it may have gained. It is not constitu- 
tionally competent, therefore, for the Levgisla- 
ture to deprive by any arbitrary enactmenta 
laborerin any lawful vocation of his right to 
work and enjoy the fruits of his workin hisown 
residence and in his own way, except for the 
purposes of police or health regulations. 

“A careful study of the act has satisfied us 
that its aim was not ‘to improve the public 
health,’ but to put a stop to successful competi- 
tion. The act is unjust in that it selects for its 
fieid of operation from the general and numer- 
ous tenement houses of the city a limited class, 
to wit. such as are ‘occupied as the home or resi- 
dence of more than three families living inde- 
pendently of one another, and doing their cook- 
ing upon the premises.’ The result of this selec- 
tion is that all tenement houses having more 
than 8, or morethan 20 families, living in the com- 
mon, or not doing their cooking on the premises, 
are not withinthe act. Certainly if health were 
the object all such tenements would be em- 
braced, for they are especially within the pro- 
fessed mischief. Again, the first floor of the des- 
ignated tenement is exempt from the operation 
of the lawif in addition to the manufacture 
there be a store for selling cigars and tobacco on 
that floor. That fact, if healtn were the object, 
should be a reason for more stringent restric- 
tion, instead of exception, because it would 
cause that floor to be the resort of more per- 
sons whose health might be exposed; but one 
nuisance to health is,in the theory of the act, 
cured by another. In the form in which the act 
comes before us it is so unjust in its inequalities, 
so harsh and oppressive upon the labor of pov- 
erty.so keenly discriminative in favor of the 
stronger classes engaged in the same occupation, 
that it certainly ought not to have been enacted; 
but, being enacted, ought to be held invalid, 
because it deprives the appellant of his right 
and liberty to use his occupation in his own 
house for thesupport of himself and family, and 
takes away the value of his labor, which is his 
property.” 

Judge Daniels, in concurring, adds: “A fur- 
ther reason supporting the conclusion that the 
act was not in fact intended for the promotion. 
of the public heaith is the omission to include 
tenement houses in the other cities in the State 
within its prohibitions. The discrimination was 
conspicously unjustand not warranted by the 
fundamental law of the State.”

UNEXPENDED BALANCES. 


THE GENERAL TERM DECIDES THAT THEY 
CANNOT BE TRANSFERRED. 


The General Term of the Supreme Court, 
in an opinion written by Presiding Judge Noah 
Davis, and concurred in by Judge Charles 
Daniels, has affirmed the decision of Judge 
Donohue, rendered at Special Term, that the 
Commissioners of Estimate and Apportionment 
cannot lawfully transfer unexpended balances 
from one department or bureau of the City Gov- 
ernment to another department or bureau. The 
injunction restraining the Commissioners of Es- 
timate and Apportionment from transferring 
such balances to the credit of the Commissioners 
of Accounts, to be used by the latter in the pay- 
ment of clerk hire, is therefore continued. 

When the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment were considering the provisional estimates 


of appropriations to be made for the several de- 
partments and bureaus, last Winter, Commis- 
sioner Asten objected to an appropriation for 
the Commissioners of Accounts. As he persisted 
in his objection no appropriation was made, all 
provisional appropriations requiring the unani- 
mous approval of the bourd. In February last 
the board undertook, by a majority vote, to 
transfer small unexpended balances from the 
market cleaning accounts of 1875 and 1876 
to the credit of the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts. John H. Bird, suing as an eggrieved 
taxpayer, procured a preliminary injunction 
against that undertaking, claiming that unex- 
pended balances could not be so transferred, and 
that the Commissioners of Accounts could not 
roperly need money with which to pay clerks, 
use they had no authority to employ clerks. 
Judge Donohue continued the injunction on the 
ground that the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment could not, as they had practically un- 
dertaken to do, make an appropriation to a bu- 
reau or departmeat after the beginning of a 
fiscal year. 

The General Term approves of Judge Dono- 
hue’s decision assound in law and morals, and 
declares that unexpended balances can only be 
transferred from one account to another within 
the same department. If they are not so trans- 
ferred, the court says, they must, at the end of 
the fiscal year, either be applied to the sum of 
the appropriation for the next year, or be turned 
over to the general fund of the city for the re- 
duction of the municipal debt. To allow the 
Board of Apportionment the power of transfer 
claimed, would, in the opinion of the court, be 
to strike down the safeguard of the unanimity 
required in the preparation of the provisional 
appropriations, and to give a majority of 
its members a post-mortem power to 
revive appropriations that were killed by the 
objections of taxpayers voiced by one member, 
when they were originally considered by the 
board. To do this would be to commit too much 
to the discretion or indiscretion of a majority of 
the board,and to make pussible great fraud 
through the appropriation of excessive sums 
for legitimate purposes, to the end that the ex- 
cesses might be subsequently applied to illegiti- 
mate purposes. In Presiding Judge Davis's 
opinion all unexpended balances that have not 
been accounted for and transferred either to the 
new appropriations or to the general fund of 
the city have been improperly held back, and 
the city officers who have allowed them to re- 
main unused have been guilty of neglect of duty. 

The General Term next determines that the 
claim of the Commissioners of Accounts to the 
right to appoint clerks to help them in their 
work is based only on an inference from the 
fact that the statute puts onerous labors on 
them. Inferences, it says, cannot be authority 
for the appointment of public officers and the 
expenditure of public money, elise ne 
would be harassed by officers who would “eat 
up their substance.” 

Since the matter was argued before the Gen- 
eral Term the Legislature has amended the act 
to create the Commissioners of Accounts so as 
to empower the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment to provide forthe payment of clerks 
whose assistance was, within their view, neces- 
sary to those Commissiuners.

DEATH OF POLICE CAPTAIN TYNAN. 

After an illness of more than two months 
Police Captain Edward Tynan, of the Fourth Pre- 
cinct, died yesterday morning at 1:45 o'clock, at 
his residence, No. 140 East Nineteenth-street, of 
typhoid malaria. Capt. Tynan was born in 


Columbia County, New-York, on the 20th of 
November, 1841. He comes of good family, 
and after clerking and serving as a union 
soldier be was,on the 5th of March, 1867, ap- 
pointed a patrolman in the Seventeenth Pre- 
cinct, and was made roundsman there. As Ser- 
geant he served in the Fourth, Sixteenth, and 
Twenty-ninth Precincts, and eight years ago he 
became a Captain and had the command of the 
Sixteenth, Fourteenth, Eighteenth, and Fourth 
Precincts. He married Capt. Edward Walsh's 
daughter, who inherited her father’s fortune, 
which has been greatly exaggerated, and re- 
cently his sister married ex-State Senator James 
Fitzgerald. Personally, he was an amiable man, 
with manners and education above those of the 
average Police Captains. He was a keen Demo- 
cratic politician, and bad the confidence of Com- 
missioner James Matthews. He had one child,a 
boy, whose recovery from a dangerous illness 
last year was considered miraculous.
